No  Smoking  Rule  Will 
Be  Strictly  Enforced 

Stringent  smoking  regulations  will 
be  enforced  on  the  campus  this  se- 
mester, according  to  a  statement  re- 
leased yesterday  by  Dean  Edward  K. 
Sandys. 

No  smoking  will  be  permitted  in  the 
main  building  with  the  exception  of 
the  basement  floor.  Students  will  no 
longer  be  allowed  to  smoke  on  the 
stairways  or  landings  In  the  building. 

Smoking  will  be  permissible  In  the 
student  Lounge,  cafeteria,  fountain, 
and  anywhere  outside  of  campus 
buildings,  Sandys  saltl. 

Offenders  will  be  dealt  with  in  the 
following  manner:  First  offenses  will 
result  in  the  violator's  name  being 
taken  followed  by  a  reprimand. 

A  repeat  citation  will  place  the  stu- 
dent on  probation,  with  a  third  and 
final  offense  listed  as  grounds  for  giv- 
ing the  student  a  leave  of  absence. 

The  deans,  instructors,  and  the 
newly  organized  Campus  Police  Force 
will  be  given  the  power  to  enforce 
these  rules,  Sandys  said. 


Plans  For  Co- Op 
BookStore  Pending 

"Presentation  of  a  plan  to  the 
Board  of  Education  pertaining 
to  a  college-owned  book  store  is 
still    pending,    according    to    an 

administration  spokesman. 

It  was  reported  that  a  copy  of  the 
plan  will  be  given  to  Dr.  Herbert  C. 
Clish,  superintendent  ol  schools,  who 
will  present  it  to  the  School  Board  in 
the  near  future. 

The  plan,  generally  outlined,  calls 
for  ;i  student  operated  cooperative 
deuling  In  books  ami  other  supplies. 
Most  items  will  be  reduced  for  hold- 
ers of  Associated   Student  card. 

At  such  time  as  the  School  Board 
ma>  iavor  the  plan,  the  administra- 
tion spokesman  pointed  out,  it  would 
be  subject  to  student  approval  by  a 
general  vote  .of  all  Associated  Stu- 
dents. 

Money  for  such  a  project  would 
come  from  the  Associated  Student 
budget,  while  profits  would  be  re- 
turned  to  the  budget   fund. 

The  building  used  for  this  purpose 
would  be,  in  all  probability,  Building 
6  or  7,  the  spokesman  added. 

At  present,  of  the  '3S  two-year  col- 
leges operating  on  the  same  basis  as 
City  College,  only  five  do  not  have 
campus  operated  book  stores. 

They  are  Porteiville  and  Santa 
Barbara  with  enrollments  of  around 
41X1.  Santa  Ana  with  800  students 
and  City  College  with  nearly  t>000 
students.

There  was  no  ceremony,  and  the 
laborers  were  undisturbed  by  the 
summer  weather  or  by  the  Idle  and 
curious  spectators.  It  was  Just  the 
simple  job  of  placing  some  letters 
In  correct  order  on  a  rather  Impos- 
ing building  to  satisfy  someone's 
desire. 

Fulfilling  their  assignment,  the 
workers  unknowingly  placed  the 
final  period  to  a  long  and  seeming- 
ly hopeless  campaign  waged  by  stu- 
dent and  faculty  member  alike.  The 
battle,  led  by  Dr.  A.  J.  Cloud,  col- 
lege president,  and  assisted  by 
Thomas  R.  Porter,  would  have  to 
pay  off. 

Finally  the  news  flashed  through 
Its  course,  saying  thai  the  stigma 
of  adolescence,  "J  u  n  I  o  r,"  w  as 
marked  for  death  on  February  12. 
1948,  and  the  college  would  oper- 
ate under  the  new  and  deserved 
title  of  City  College  of  Sun  Fran- 
cisco. 

Thanks  to  the  decision  of  the 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Education, 
acting  on  recommendation  of  Su- 
perintendent Herbert  C.  Clish,  the 
college  is  no  longer  confused  with 
junior  high  schools  or  the  uncer- 
tain rank  as  to  educational  level 
with  the  general  public.

attitudes.  In  pre-war  days,  he  said, 
students  were  likely  to  look  on  educa- 
tion with- an  air  of  tolerance;  bit, 
now,  a  new  sense  of  values  seemed  to 
have  developed  among  them.  Post- 
war students,  he  felt,  had  a  real  ap- 
preciation of  the  opportunities  of- 
fered and  a  full  understanding  of  their 
importance. 

My  own  observations  run  parallel  to 
the  views  entertained  by  that  faculty 
member.  Heartening  indeed  is  it  to 
teachers  to  realize  that  students  re- 
spond so  well  to  the  processes  of  in- 
struction. Equally  true  is  it  that  the 
rendering  of  educational  service  of 
the  highest  merit  can  only  be  accom- 
plished when  a  common  spirit  of  good 
wKJ  and  confidence  exists  between 
teacher  and  student.

One  fund  is  for  women  students 
and  the  other  for  men  students. 

The  primary  purpose  of  both  funds 
is  to  assist  students  in  finishing  their 
Junior  and  Senior  years  of  college, 
with  no  repayment  expected  until 
after  the  student  has  completed  his 
full  four  years  and  is  working  full 
time  at  his  or  her  chosen  occupation. 

The  men's  loan  fund  is  sponsored 
by  the  Rotary  Club,  and  the  amount 
borrowed  cannot  exceed  $500  per 
semester,  or  $1000  for  euch  year.

The  others  were  killed  In  action."  The 
ace  cameraman  added.  "The  sight  of 
dying  men  is  a  high  price  to  pay  for  a 
'scoop.' " 

Answering  rumors  that  the  picture 
was  "staged,"  Rosenthal  explained. 
"I  knew  the  men  were  going  up  Suri- 
bachi to  replace  a  smaller  American 
flag  that  had  been  hastily  set-up  at 
the  summit,  and  I  placed  myself  in 
position  for  a  good  shot." 

He  continued  dryly,  "The  men 
erected  the  new  Hag-site  without  any 
instructions  from  me." 

The  graying  Rosenthal's  eyes  looked 
up  to  the  office  clock  as  he  concluded, 
"My  eyes  barred  me  from  service;  but 
they  let  me  portray  the  men  who  were 
righting."

Taking  on  the  woes  and  worries  of  returning  veterans  at  this 
college  and  bringing  to  mind  the  obsolescent  phrase  "Go  see  your 
Chaplain."  the  Veterans  Administration  established  on  the  campus 
is  ready  to  aid  all  ex-servicemen  in  untangling  counselling  problems 
and  red  tape. 


George  Olsen.  veterans'  counsellor, 
said,  "That  the  Veterans  Administra- 
tion Is  set  to  take  care  of  all  the  prob- 
lems and  clerical  work  of  the  veter- 
ans, sueh  as. subsistence,  housing,  and 
certificates  of  eligibility." 

The  vet  is  sent  I  letter  to  have  an 
interview  at  49-4th  Street  If  he  fails 
to  appear  his  case  is  dropped.  Then 
the  administrator  gives  the  vets  in- 
terests tests.

Then,  when 
the  vet  appears  he  is  given  n  short 
10  minute  interview,  after  which  fol- 
low five  hours  of  tests,  given  at  sep- 
arate times  to  the  veteran's  con- 
venience 

The  basic  ones  are  the  Kuder  Test, 
Otis  Gamma,  and  Strong  Interest 
Test;  the  latter  one  is  sent  hack  to 
Minnesota  for  results,  giving  the  vet 
his  mental  ability. 

The  last  step  for  the  vet  is  a  final 
interview  in  which  he  is  told  the  re- 
sults of  all  his  tests  and  the  occupa- 
tion for  which  he  is  best  suited

Handshaking  plays  a  minimum  part  in  the  work  of  Chamber  of 
Commerce  Publicity  Manager  Len  Gross,  whose  job  is  a  complex 
one  of  selling  San  Francisco  to  the  rest  of  the  nation.  Not  listed  is 
the  fact  that  he  was  born  in  our  deep  South  —  Los  Angeles  to  be

The  hard  -  working  Gross.  The 
Guardsman  editor  for  1940,  welcomed 
the  current  editors  into  his  office  at 
the  Pine  Street  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce for  the  second  in  The  Guards- 
man series  of  the  college  in  relation 
to  the  community.

Quotas  have  been  assigned  to  each 
state  and  territory  on  the  basis  of  its 
high  school  population,  and  only  those 
who  are  successful  in  passing  the 
aptitude  test  will  be  interviewed  and 
given  physical  examination. 

If  found  physically  qualified  their 
names  will  be  submitted  to  state  and 
territorial  Selection  Committees  com- 
posed of  prominent  citizens  and  naval 
officers. 

Students  selected  by  these  competi- 
tive examinations  will  be  assigned  to 
the  52  Naval  Reserve  Officers'  Train- 
ing Corps  units  which  are  located  In 
various  universities  and  colleges  In 
the  United  States.  If  accepted  by  the 
college,  trainee*  will  be  appointed 
Midshipmen,  I    S.N.R. 

They  have  their  tuition,  books,  and 
normal  fees  paid  for  by  the  govern- 
ment. In  addition,  the  Navy  an- 
nounced, trainees  will  receive  pay  of 
$50.00  a  month  for  the  four  year 
period  In  which  they  have  enlisted 
and  upon  graduation  may  be  commis- 
sioned as  officers  in  the  Regular  Navy 
or  Marine  Corps  and  required  to  serve 
on  active  duty  for  a  period  of  two 
years  following  completion  of  their 
training  program. 


At  the  end  of  this  time  he  may  re- 
quest retention  in  the  Regular  Navy 
or  Marine  Corps,  or  transfer  to  the 
Reserve  and  civilian  Ufe.  whichever 
be  chooses. 

Applications  are  available  at  high 
schools,  colleges,  Offices  of  Nayal  Of- 
ficer Procurement  and  Navy  Recruit- 
ing Stations.

I  was 
dismayed  until  a  friend  of  mine  took 
mo  home  without  demanding  a  cent. 
However,  this  overloaded  his  vehicle 
because  1  was  the  eighth  person  in  it. 

There  were  too  many  dirty  deals 
of  this  sort  during  my  five  terms  in 
our  penitentiary  and  I'll  be  d

such  as  was  allocated  this  semester, 
unless  circulation   Increased." 

Some  members  of  the  council  may 
!«'  in  opposition  to  the  plan,  feeling 
that  it  will  -not  work  because  of  the 
instability  costs  needed  by  the  vari- 
ous departments. 

Capanis,  along  with  the  other  sup- 
porters of  the  idea,  claims  that  prices 
rise  because  of  the  abundance  of 
money,  and  when  the  costs  drop,  the 
amount  of  money  in  circulation  will 
drop  proportionately.

"Another  argument  put  forth  by 
the  opposition,"  explained  Capanis, 
is  the  possibility  of  the  budget 
shrinking  to  as  low  as  $10,000,  at 
which  time  the  departments  would  be 
unable  to  operate  with  their  de- 
creased allotments."

LIGATION IS  TO  THE  ASSOCIATED  STUDENTS  AND 
ALL  ACTIVITIES  CONCERNED  "WITH  THEM. 

Such  cooperation  has  been  mutually  and  willingly  given; 
and  where  it  fails  there  usually  is  a  basic  lack  of  misunder- 
standing as  the  cause.  '      _„. 

At  this  writing,  what  is  apparently  based  on  a  misunder- 
standing, yet  which  has  caused  rumor  and  gossip  to  run  rife 
throughout  the  campus,  would  indicate  a  lack  of  cooperation 
on  the  part  of  some  in  the  Athletic  Department  with  The 
Guardsman. 

IN  THE  DESIRE  TO  CLARIFY  THE  SITUATION.  AND 
HOPEFUL  OF  ACHIEVING  COOPERATION  AS  IT  HAS 
CONSISTENTLY  EXISTED  HERETOFORE.  THE  GUARDS- 
MAN TAKES  THIS  OPPORTUNITY  TO  STATE  THE  CASE. 
In  the  early  days  of  the  college,  an  arrangement  was  made 
whereby  press  coverage  was  afforded  athletic  contests  out  of 
San  Francisco  through  expenses  included  in  the  athletic 
budget  rather  than  in  The  Guardsman  budget,  which  covers 
printing  and  photographic  costs  only. 

During  the  war,  athletic  contests  were  restricted  to  a  limited 
travel  area.   With  the  resumption  of  a  full  athletic  program, 
the  original  policy  was  continued,  through  last  spring  semester. 
Complete  and  worthy  coverage  of  all  information  concern- 
ing the  fine  Ram  football  team  has  been  published  in  The 
Guardsman,  sometimes  under  difficulties.    At  all  times,  the 
Athletic  Department  included  a  reporter  in  the  transportation 
budget,  more  than  willing  to  do  so  because  of  the  department's 
recognition  of  the  interdependence  of  all  activities  ^and  the 
newspaper. 
UP  TO  LAST  SATURDAY,  THIS  WAS  THE  CASE. 
Because  the  reporter  was  not  included  on  the  traveling  list 
for  the  Los  Angeles  game,  a  cooperative  Student  Council  ap- 
propriated the  necessary  amount  to  enable  The  Guardsman 
reporter  to  make  the  trip. 

We  thank  the  Rally  Commission  for  kindly  allowing  The 
Guardsman  to  use  their  $14.00  for  this  cause — even  though  a 
technicality  held  up  the  appropriation  and  the  reporter  was 
advanced  the  necessary  funds  privately.

For  here  at  last,  they  thought,  were  two  political  parties. 
One  sponsored  and  supported  by  the  fraternities  and  sororities, 
and  another  sponsored  and  supported  by  the  campus  clubs  and 
any  independent  interested  student. 

Some  student  quarters  think  that  such  a  situation  means 
that  The  Student  League  is  defeated  as  a  political  force.  They 
reason  that  with  Student  League  candidates  as  members  of 
the  opposing  group,  then  obviously,  regardless  of  the  out-come 
of  the  election,  the  fraternity  party  will  emerge  victorious. 

On  the  other- hand,  students  reason,  such  a  situation  is  in- 
dicative of  the  decline  of  the  fraternities'as  a  political  force 
on  the  campus. 

Through  study,  these  students  are  of  the  belief  that  should 
the  Student  League  candidates  he  elected,  even  though  tltev 
are  members  of  fraternities  and  sororities,  the  candidates' 
general   idea  of  representative  government  will  he  a  reality. 

Thev  further  feel  that  although  The  Student  League  candi- 
dates are  members  of  a  social-invitational  group,  it  will  in  no 
way  affect  their  political  ability  within  campus  government. 

Again,  the  fraternity  political  supporters  feel,  that  the  con- 
tinuation of  fraternity  dominated  politics  will  be  apparent, 
because  they  have  been  in  control  for  years. 


This  period  In  any  semester  marks 
the  change  from  abstract  possibili- 
ties to  cold,  hard  realities.

Because  at  Stanford  open  discussion  of  fraternal  activities  is 
fostered,  we  feel  that  a  few  thoughts  expressed  in  The  Stan- 
ford Daily  editorially,  may  find  a  counterpart  here. 

As  to  the  political  endeavor  of  certain  individuals  belonging 
to  afratermtic9,  recently  a  high  student  office  holder  -here 
stated  that  his  chief  aim  in  joining  a  fraternity  was  for  the 
boost  it  gave  him  in  his  desire  for  political  office. "* 

The  Stanford  Daily  reiterates,  "In  a  house  (fraternity)  a  man 
will  lose  some  of  the  rough  edges.  In  several  years  of  fraternity 
life  a  man  will  have  an  oQpo,rjt.u^itxloj!oljdijiiportatili>(ficc$.'' 

And  againr  some  City  College  students  indicate  that  fratrrm - 
ties  may  be  steeped  in  prejudice  and  have  the  tinges  of  an 
"exclusive"  society.  Pertaining  to  this  feature,  the  Farm  paper 
continues,  "Fraternity  membership  ...  as  an  exclusive  'society' 
organization  .  .  .  isn't  so.'' 

The  Daily  continues  with  an  elucidation  that,  "If  it  were, 
the  democratizing  influence  of  the  veterans  has  changed  it." 

Perhaps  on  the  Stanford  campus,,  the  veteran  influx  in  fra- 
ternities has  made  them  more  "democratic."  as  their  college 
paper  tends  to  indicate;  hpwever,  on  the  City  College  such  a 
situation  does  not  seem  evident. 

Maybe,  because  of  the  rapid  turnover  at  City  College  and 
the  tremendous  enrollment  of  high  school  students  each  semes- 
ter, there  is  a  tendency  to  keep  City  College  fraternities  on  an 
immature  level. 

The  Stanford  editorial  concludes,  with  ".  ,  .  don't  have  your 
heart  set  on  joining  a  particular  house  (fraternity)  rjust  be- 
cause your  L'nclc  Jim  or  a  friend  of  your  Dad's  was  a  member." 

Our'  only  comment  is,  that  if  some  fraternity  members  here 
continue  to  spend  so  many  semesters  at  this  college,  it  is  not 
inconceivable  that  their  children  could  well  be  members  of

City  College  Is  preparing  now  to 
play  host  to  visitors  from  all  over  the 
nation  during  the  national  conven- 
tion of  the  American  Association  of 
Junior  Colleges  at  San  Francisco, 
February  23  to  26. 

Most  of  the .  visitors  will  come  to 


the  campus  in  small  groups  by  taxi 
cab.  according  to  Dr.  A.  J.  Cloud, 
coiiei  nt.   After  reaching  the 

campus,    they    will    be    conducted    on 
1    tours   of   inspection  arranged 
by   a   committee,  yet  to  be   formed, 
made  up  of  members  of  the  faculty. 
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There  come  a  million  times  in  an  editor's  life, 
when  he  can  either  allow  unhealthy  situations  to 
exist,  or  he  may  uncover  them  editorially. 

Usually,  because  he  so  often  gets  perturbed  at 
such  things,  he  chooses  the  latter.  Arid  besides, 
what  percentage  of  students  ever  reads  the  edi- 
torial? 

For  instance,  the  political  sheet  called  the 
"GuardsmEn"  circulated  on  campus  this  week 
was  in  no  way  cfinnected  with  the  official  publi- 
cation of  the  Associated  Students,  The  Guards- 
mAn.  But  why  spend  valuable  space  trying  to  ex- 
plain this  to  the  students. 

Looking  in  retrospect;  in  the  two  and  one-half 
years  that  the  editor  has  been  connected  (glued  to 
his  chair,  is  more  appropriate)  with  The  Guards- 
man, he  has  seen  a  lot  happen  and  has  visualized 
what  could  happen. 

He  has  seen  the  college  rise  to  a  mature  stand- 
ard with  the  veteran  influx,  and  drop  to  a  more 
"youthful"  stage  now  that  the  vast  number  of 
vets  have  moved  to  other  colleges  and  universi- 
ties. 


Next  month  the  editor  will  join  that  group  of 
veterans  moving  on  to  the  universities.  In  other 
words,  "California,  Here  I  Come,"  or  the  editor 
better  get  a  "C"  in  Spanish.

This  situation  wasn't  of  a  serious 
nature  until  a  few  months  ago,  when 
the  makers  of  pinball  machines  went 
wild  and  began  making  the  machines 
with  possible  scores  up  in  the  mil- 
lions. 

It  doesn't  appear  as  a  dangerous 
situation  on  the  *  surface,  but  one 
needs  only  to  post  himself  by  a  group 
of  pinball  machines  and  watch  the 
math  class  moron,  who  can't  even  add 
two  and  two.  go  to  work. 

He  may  be  a  blank  in  class,  but 
behind  the  controls  of  his  favorite 
machine,  he  becomes  a  veritable  Ein- 
stein, or  something,  adding  and  sub- 
tracting the  hundreds  of  thousands 
with  little  or  no  effort. 


Of  course,  a  solution  to  this  prob- 
lem could  be  worked  out  In  several 
ways  by  interested  math  instructors. 

One  method  would  be  to  install  a 
few  pinball  machines  in  each  of  their 
classes,  but  instead  of  having  the 
machines  regulated  in  such  a  way 
that  millions  are  needed  for  a  free 
game,  the  students  could  operate  the 
"fixed"  machines  with  only  a  bare 
knowledge  of  fractions. 

Another '  way  in  which  the  in- 
structors might  save  their  bread  and 
butter  would  be  for  them  to  divert 
these  pinball  fanatics  to  other  types 
of  entertainment,  which  require  little- 
or  no  knowledge  of  math. 

These  ways  and  means,  of  course, 
would  mean  a  certain  amount  of 
lowered  dignity,  so  they  might  pot  be 
acceptable,  which  brings  us  to  the 
last  and  most  scholarly -like  alterna- 
tive.

machines  and  appeal  to  their  more 
humane  characteristics. 

Explain  to  them  that  by  installing 
these  machines  around  schools  and 
colleges,  they  are  jeopardizing  the 
jobs  of  all  math  instructors,  who  con- 
stitute a  big  share  of  U.S.  instructors, 
which  would  only  mean  increasing 
the  rolls  of  unemployment. 

Maybe,  as  a  last  resort,  It  would 
be  better  if  all  the  instructors  just 
threw  in  the  towel  to  this  machine 
age  without  a  struggle,  and  instead  of 
trying  to  fight  it,  got  themselves  a 
few  pinball  machines  to  stake  out 
here  and  there  for  their  livelihood.  It 
might,  incidentally,  turn  out  to  be  a 
pretty  good  living. 

The  only  possible  conclusion  to  this 
whole  affair  is  another  question: 
What  chance  has  mere  man  got  in 
this  age  of  atomic  bombs  and  pinball 
machines?  **

ALTHOUGH  the  main  spot- 
light in  Washintgon,  D.  C. 
was  no  doubt  trained  on  Harry 
S.  Truman's  inaugural  ceremony 
yesterday,  the  point  which  attracted 
our  attention  was  that  concerning  the 
new  Secretary  of  State,  Dean  Gooder- 
ham  Acheson,  who  also  assumed  his 
official  duties  as  of  January  20. 

President  Truman's  selection  of  the 
man  with  the  bushy  red  mustache, 
which  caused  quite  a  bit  of  fuss 
among  several  Republican  Senators  a 
few  weeks  back,  made  pood  copy  for 
newspapers  throughout  the  country. 

During  all  his  years  in  the  capital 
city,  Acheson  has  been  branded  al- 
most everything  ranging  from  a  lib- 
eral to  a  conservative.

So,  when  he  was  called  before 
Senate  because  of  alleged  "leftist" 
tendencies,  he  was  asked  what  his 
views  on  Russia  were,  and  also 
whether  the  State  Department  shift 
foreshadowed  a  change  in  the  U.S.'s 


get-tough  policy  with  Russia. 

Had  these  competent  Senators 
bothered  to  take  a  look  at  the  records, 
they  would  have  known  where 
Acheson  stood.  He  has  always  brand- 
ed Russia's  foreign  policy  as  "ag- 
gressive and  expansionist"  as  well  as 
giving  his  full  support  to  the  U.S.'s 
anti-Communist  drive  in  both  Europe 
and  Asia. 

Yet,  because  he  admitted  that  he 
was  a  close  friend  of  Alger  Hiss — 
currently  under  indictment  for  per- 
jury— the  boys  used  that  as  one  of 
their  reasons  for  giving  Acheson  a 
good  going  over  before  they  con- 
firmed his  appointment  as  Secretary 
of  State. 

Why  a  man  must  have  his  name 
thrown  around  loosely  by  the  nation's 
headline  writers  before  he  assumes 
of  the  country's  largest  and 
messiest  jobs  is  beyond  us.

"All  are,  in  effect,  members  of  the 
student  government  since  the  council 
is  a  representative  body.    Therefore; 


as  members  of  the  government,  the 
entire  student  body  would  be  eligible 
for  free  cards,"  Goldman  added. 

(The  council  action  was  published 
in  The  Guardsman,  Tuesday,  October 
26.) 

Jack  Hagan,  Alumni  Association 
liaison  officer,  said  that  it  is  the 
function  of  the  association  to  incor- 
porate graduate  students  in  future 
college  social   activities. 

"Any  move  by  the  council  award- 
ing a  functional  membership  in  fa 
ture  college  activities  to  a  graduated 
student  would  defeat  the  purpose  of 
the  Alumni  Association,"  Hagan  said.

Sav«  for  the   usual  stress  of   working   in  difficult   cir- 
cumstances   for    drama    productions,    the    Shakespearean 
comedy,  after  a  slow  start,  moved  to  a  satisfying  finis. 

I  rpening  night  at  the  Little  (and  we  do  mean  little) 
Theatre  packed  in  120  customers,  who  jammed  their  way 
to  ihe  one  exit,  gratified  at  witnessing  an  excellent  per- 
formance of  comedy  as  acted  by  City  College  students. 
Tabbed  toa   top  honors  for  sheer  comedy  were  Richard 
land,  as  the  foolish  and  somewhat  effeminate  knight 
Sir  Andrew  Aguechetk;  Charles  Paniagua   (opening  night 
ormer  in  a  dual  casting)  who  portrayed  the  clown; 
and  Richard  "Patero  in  the  part  of  Malv«olio,  the  somewhat 
primped  steward. 

the  plol  is  a  series  of  coincidence  and  happy  endings 
Us  a   gui),   the   progression   of   the   play    is 
rglegated   to  unimportance. 

Supporting  the  three  standout  characters  with  dramatics 
mixed  with  comedy  were  Mary  Ann  Stewart,  (opening 
night  performer  in  dual  casting)  as  Viola,  sister  of 
Sebastian:  Don'Landers.  Sebastian,  sister  of  Viola,  who 
were  incidentally  twins  in  the  play;  Jack  Hulse.  with  a 
real  Impressionistic  performance,  as  the  Duke  «f  Orsino 
and  Irmly  .Mincer,  (opening  night  performer  in  a  dual 
casting)  as  Olivia,  the  Countess. 

Stewart's  acting  ability  is  one  of  promise. 
The  slowness  of  scene  changing  was  rather  disconcert- 
ing to  the  audience  as  well  H  the  inability  of  the  spec- 
tators  in  the  rear  of  Ihe  "theatre"  to  see  the  stage. 

Director  Ellison,  being  from  England,  did  an  admirable 
job  of  training  his  entourage  of  actors  in  the  way  of  the 
British  accent,  you  know.  However,  the  rapidity  in  which 
some  of  the  more  humorous  lines  were  spoken  tended  to 
make  them  difficult  to  understand  from  the  back  rows. 
Although  Critics  agree  .that  Shakespeare  became  quite 
bawdy  in  spots,  the  ease  of  the  players  in  presenting  the 
"questionable  stuff"  was  carried  off  in  a  pleasing  manner. 
Perhaps  because  of  the  closeness  of  the  room,  the 
audience  reaction  at  times  was  relief,  when  an  intermis- 
sion came.  Generally  it  seemed  however,  that  the  pro- 
duction could  be  somewhat  abridged.  As  the  opening 
scenes  moved  along  slowly  (opening  night  jitters  taken 
into  consideration),  it  seems  quite  feasible  that  a  con- 
densation would  be  an  improvement.  Two  and  one-half 
hours  of  uncomfortable  seating  definitely  makes  the 
audience  not  quite   as   rerrptive  to  the  comedy. 

Others  in  the  cast,  who  put  on  good  performences  were 
bara  Andress  as  Maria,  Olivia's  woman;  Ramon  Rhine, 
who  portrayed  with  genuine  dramatic  ability  the  part  of 
Antonio,  a  sea  captain  and  friend  of  Sebastian;  Jack 
Jones,  very  familiar  to  the  audiences  of  City  College 
productions  as  Sir  Toby  Belch,  uncle  to  Olivia  and 
generally  inebriated,  and  Dave  Irvine  as  Fabian,  servant 
to  Olivia.  .

CVDLLOWING  '  through  with 
•■■  the  policy  of  presenting  City 
College  and  its  relationship  to 
the  community,  The  Guardsman 
takes  an  X-ray  view  of  the  campus, 
hoping  to  show  it,  not  only  as  a  place 
t"i  gaming  an  education,  but  as  an 
integrated  community -with  in -a-com- 
m  unity. 

Since  the   fundamental  part  of  any 
organization    is    order,    the    college's 
Law     Enforcement    department    will0' 
herein   be  spotlighted. 

The  activities  of  an  up-to-date 
policeman  are  quite  different  from  the 
stereotyped  billy  club  swinging,  apple 
stealing  cop.  A  recent  article  by  San 
Francisco's  Chief  of  Police  stated  that 
men  trained  in  sociology  and  psy- 
chology are  needed  by  law  enforce- 
ment agencies  throughout  the  nation. 
Departmental   Organization 

The  campus'  embryo  cops  are 
beaded  by  Fieri  Fitzgerald,  a  ten 
year  veteran  of  the  city's  police  de- 
partment.   Fitzeerald  exemplifies  the 

modern    peace    officer    as    he    is    a 

trained  criminologi.-t.  having  obtained 
his  Master's  degree  at  the  University 
of  California 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  down- 
town police  department,  he  organised 
the  campus  police  in  the  spring  se- 
mester of  1918.  the  members  being 
students  in  his  law  enforcement 
cla-srs. 


Although  this  course,  and  con  e- 
quently,  the  campus  police,  are  new 
to  Junior  college  instruction.  City 
College  has  had  this  course  as  far 
back  as  1939,"  the  pipe  -smoking  ex- 
cop  said. 

'"Then,"  he  continued,  "the  course 
was  given  by  the  police  department, 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
director  of  personnel  of  the  depart- 
ment."

The    rules,    by    the    way.    stipulate 


that  cars  parked  on  'a  red  marked 
part  of  the  ramp  will  be  cited;  in  a 
white  zone,  unattended,  will  be 
tagged;  with  the  same  penalty  for 
parking  for  more  than  thirty  minutes 
in  a  green  area.  Also  ears  on  west 
campus  that  violate  posted  restrictions 
will  be  cited. 

Norman  Yates,  one  of  the  newly 
authorized  student  boys  -  in  -  blue, 
brought  out  a  point  that  is  a  sore 
•-pot  with  the  squad. 

"U>  are  not  traffic  boys,"  said  stu- 
dent officer  Yates.  "The  16  men  are 
regularly  deputized  deputy  sheriffs, 
and  since  we  have  the  authority,  we 
would  appreciate  being  treated  as 
such." 

Indeed,  they  have  the  authority,  as 
"many  a  pink-tagged  windshield  can 
attest.

After  wghteen  months — of— active 
commissioned  service,  the  cadet  will 
be  eligible  for  selection  for  transfer 
to  the  Regular  Navy  and  the  com- 
pletion of  his  college  work,  or  he  may 
revert  to  civil  life  to  a  billet  in  an 
organized  reserve  squadron  which 
brings  a  recompense  of  about  !$r>00  a 
year.

The  nerve-racking  job  of  collector 
of  internal  overdue  book  revenue  is

The  time  saved  by  this  system,  if  it  is  properly 
operated,  will  be  invaluable,  not-only- to  the  coun- 
cil, but  to  campus  organizations  seeking  immediate 
action  as  well. 


The  functions  of  the  committee  do  not  hamper 
or  limit  the  duties  of  the  council,  however,  for  a 
provision  has  been  made  giving  the  president  "the 
power  to  introduce  motions,  bills,  and  recom- 
mendations needing  immediate  action  without  the 
consent  of -|fie  agenda  committee." 

The  method  should  indeed  prove  beneficial  to 
student  government,  unless,  as  in  past  semesters, 
the  system  is  taken  advantage  of  by  any  one  group 
striving  to  promote  its  own  interests. 

Should  one  group  of  council  members  hold  a 


pre-meeting  session  and  decide  how  they  will  vote 
on  a  certain  issue — in  other  words,  bring  block 
voting  back  into  the  council — then  the  purpose  of 
the  Agenda  Committee  will  have  been  defeated 
before  it  has  had  a  fair  trial. 

If  the  Spring  '49  council  is  to  accomplish  any- 
thing worth  while  for  the  Associated  Students  who 
voted  them  into  office,  they  should  set  a  precedent 
for  future  councils  by  acting  as  individuals  in  the 
interests  of  all  students  on  campus  and  disregard 
group  objectives.

City  College  Could 
Win  Sacramento  Title 


i^ITY  COLLEGE  journeys  to 
^-4  Sacramento  Thursday  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  second  National 
Junior  College  Athletic  Associa- 
tion Basketball  Regionals. 

The  big  question  concerning  all 
colleges  involved  is.  "Will  the  tour- 
ney turn  out  to  be  a  financial  flop 
like  last  year?" 

Here  is  the  situation  and  a  possible 
solution: 

Last  year  the  tournament  was  held 
in  the  capitol  city,  and  it  turned  out 
to  be  a  financial  flop.  The  sum  of 
$2400  was  to  be  turned  over  to  Marin. 
regional  champs,  to  travel  to  the  na- 
tionals, but  only  a  meager  S600  was 
offered. 

The  Mariners  had  to  raise  the  rest 
of  the  tidy  sum   themselves  to  go  to 


Springfield,  Missouri,  and  compete 
for  the  junior  college  national  title. 
Ironically  enough,  the  Kentfield  squad 
took  the  national  championship  after 
raising  the  traveling  expenses  at  the 
last  minute. 

One  of  the  reasons  that  the  tourna- 
ment turneS  out  to  be  a  loss  is  that 
Sacramento  is  located  in  a  region  in 
which  only  three  nearby  two-year 
colleges  are  located,  these  being  Grant 
Tech.  Sacramento,  and  Stockton. 
Adequate  student  backing  in  attend- 
ance is  therefore  lacking.  General 
public  interest  was  also  at  a  low. 

If  a  financial  loss  is  suffered  again, 
a  bid  should  be  made  to  bring  the 
Pacific  Northwest  Regionals  to  San 
Francisco.  The  Bay  Area  can  provide 
the  facilities  that  Sacramento  in- 
dicated once  it  cannot  maintain. 


First,  the  bay  city  is  surrounded 
by  five  two-year  colleges  in  Marin, 
Vallejo.  San  Mateo.  Menlo,  and  City 
College.  Student  interest  would  pro- 
duce a  fair-sized  throng  at  all  games. 

Secondly,  cage  interest  rates  high 
in  this  sector,  and  a  large  turnout 
would  be  assured  at  either  the  Cow 
Palace  or  Kezar  Pavilion.         •* 

City  College  could  win  the  tourney 
this  year  and  go  back  to  the  Nationals 
at  Hutchinson,  Kansas.  If  the  locals 
don't  get  the  sufficient  funds  from 
the  Regionals,  the  college  will  back 
up  the  Rams  by  sending  them  back 
to  Kansas.

*■  involves  more  than  just 
knowing  where  to  point  the 
camera.  Bev.  J.  Pasqualetti, 
head  man  of  The  Guardsman's  de- 
partment-of-the-day,  City  College's 
photography  department,  remarked 
recently 

"The  ability  to  ret  along  with  the 
boss,  or  with  the  clients,  and  know- 
ing your  way  around  the  town  is  in 
my  opinion,  and  that  of  other  men  in 
the  trade,  just  as  important  as  know- 
ing what  makes  a  camera  click,"  the 
photo  instructor  continued. 

However,  it  is  not  the  department's 
policy  to  put  the  wherewithal  cart 
before  the  photographic  horse.  Pho- 
tography students  are  instructed  in 
the  rudiments  of  clicking  the  little 
button  that  makes  the  picture  come 
out  on  the  film. 

For  the  photography  majors,  who 
number  quite  a  few  on  the  campus, 
there  is  a  two  year  course  involving 
techniques  that  range  from  the  ele- 
mental use  of  cameras,  exposure  of 
film  and  processing  to  the  highly 
specialized  field  of  commercial  pho- 
tography. 
COMMERCIAL   TECHNIQUES 

This  latter  field,  a  comprehensive 
course  in  the  field  of  commercial 
photography,  includes  camera  and 
lighting  techniques  for  the  rendering 
of    subjects    which    range    from    the

to  portraits  to  photographing  of  com- 
mercial products. 

Art's  well  established  head  is 
reared  in  this  field,  also.  For  with 
the  idea  of  subject  matter,  comes  the 
artist's  ideas  of  integration,  compo- 
sition and  background  selection. 

Pasqualetti,  who  remembers  the 
days  when  City  College  was  scattered 
throughout  San  Francisco,  comment- 
ed favorably  on  the  facilities  offered 
to  the  students  of  this  course. 

"We  have  plenty  of  space,  but  there 
are  signs  that  we  need  even  more. 
The  equipment  which  we  use  is  the 
best  that  the  department  can  pur- 
chase and  there  is  quite  a  hit  of  it, 
too."  the   affable   instructor  claimed.

For  instance,  a  panel 
demonstrates  by  photos  the  produc- 
tion stages  of  a  book  on  Sarah  Bern- 
hardt by  the  French  lyricist,  jean 
Cocteau.  Displayed  are  the  first 
sketches  of  the  layout,  the  original 
water  color  illustrations,  to  the  final 
printed  page  complete  with  Tftitial 
letters  and   illustration**. 

Not  only  would  thWfcrt  student  be 
interested  in  these  production 
methods,  but  the  printing  student,  for 
the  typography  employed  is  varied 
and  outstanding. 


Showcases  display  examples  of  il- 
lustrations and  fine  printing  found  in 
the  finished  volumes.

Machine  Age,  IBM  Test  Brand, 
Makes  A  Lily  Of  Frankenstein

Frankenstein's  monster  was  a  lily 
compared  to  the  IBM  (International 
Business  Machines)  test  correcting 
machines  used  by  Harold  Weeks' 
testing  group. 

All  the  fabled  monster  could  do 
was  Strangle  a  few  people  a  day.  The 
IBMs  are  more  efficient;  they  can 
spew  out  400  to  500  corrected  answer 
sheets  per  hour. 

"We  seore  about  35,000  answer 
sheets  ■  semester,"  Weeks  said, 
"which  works  out  to  a  neat  seven 
tests  a  student   each  semester." 

In  addition  to  the  regular  class- 
room   tests.  +be-  testing  otaff,   which 


is  a  part  of  ttie  counselling  depart- 
ment, handles  all  the  entrance  exam- 
inations. 

Weeks,  who  has  been  with  the  col- 


lege two  years,  thinks  that  an  insulli- 
eient  number  of  students  are  taking 
advantage  of  the  aptitude  and  voca- 
tional Interest  examination,  and  lie 
maintains  that  many  more  could  be 
handled. 

It  is  necessary,  however,  for  testeea 
to  see  their  counsellors  first  because 
the  testing  and  counselling  staffs 
work  hand  in  hand  in  order  to  give 
the  student  the  best  possible  oppor- 
tunity to  determine  his  abilities  and 
future  vocation.

••  A    LITTLE  learning  is.  a  dan-' 

•**■  gerous  thing;  drink  deep, 
or  taste  not  the  Pierian  spring:

Pope  wasn't  just  talking  for  the 
pleasure  of  hearing  himself  heard 
when  he  uttered  these  famous  lines, 
and  examples  of  its  truth  are  to  be 
found  in  any  college. 

As  an  illustration  iff  UtU>  afeWilloii. 
let  us  take  the  religious  and  political 
changes  which  commonly  occur  .to 
students  during  their  early  years  of 
college  life. 
STl'DENTS  CHANGEABLE 

It  isn't  uncommon  for  a  student  to 
enter  college  with  profound  religious 
and  political  views,  and  to  change 
them  drastically  within  the  space  of 
a  few  months.  The  sadness  of  the 
situation  is  that  many  of  the  changes 
are  for  the  worse. 

In  cases  where  the  changes  are 
political,  the  result  is  usually  for  the 
good  as  they  occur  because  the  in- 
dividual discovers  facts  which  enable 
him  to  think  more  clearly  on  the 
subject  of  politics. 

However,  on  the  subject  of  religion. 
the  picture  is  not  nearly  so  pleasing; 
the  changes  here  in  many  cases  are 
for   the   worst. 


Students  usually  enter  college  at  an 
age  when  their  minds  are  still  young 
and  pliable,  capable  of  being  moulded 
easily  to  one  idea  or  another,  and 
when  they  are  brought  up  against 
such  subjects  as  science  and  philos- 
ophy, they  find  many  thoughts, 
theories,  and  facte,  contrary  to  earlier 
training. 

If  theTsTudent's  early  training  has 
been  of  a  not  too  intensive  sort,  he 
is  very  apt  to  accept  fully  these  new 
ideas,  because  they  are  new.  and  dis- 
card previous  beliefs. 

And  even  if  an  individual's  early 
training  has  been  intensive,  he  can 
fall  into  a  realm  of  indecision,  in 
which  he  dpesn't  know  what  to  be- 
lieve.

Should  these  persons  for  one  mison 
or   another  he  unable  to  finish   col- 
lege, they  might  easily  miss   forever 
the  ability  to  correlate  the  many  I 
varied  ideas  of  early  college. 

(For  in  the  last  years  of  college, 
we've  been  told,  one  comes  to  see 
that  many  theories  and  philosophies 
can  be  traced  to  normal  human  be- 
ings, capable  of  erring  just  as  every- 
one else.) 

It  all  boils  down  to  this:  "The  truth 
thai]  make  you  free"  only  if  you  get 
the  whole  truth,  and  not  just  a 
particle. 


NO  sootier  had  the  issue  of  "who  spends  how 
much  and  on-what"  been  settled  in  the  council 
chambers,  than  the  Associated  Students  were  pre- 
sented with  a  $260  bill  for  damages  inflicted  upon 
a  church  in  San  Mateo  last  semester  by  a  local 
group  of  highly  spirited  paint  splashers. 

The  intellectual  group  of  raiders,  who  couldn't 
tell  a  church  from  a  campus  building,  or  even  find 
the  campus,  picked  the  second  rate  medium  of 
paint  for  expressing  their  rah  rah  spirit,  the  net 
result  being  the  $260  till  shocker. 

Not  only  does  the  bill  for  damages  take  the  fun 
out  of  splashing  paint  carelessly  about  someone 
else's  property,  but  it  also  illustrates  how  expen- 
sive the  price  of  college  spirit  can  become,  if  not 
directed  through  the  proper  channels. 

Because  the  act  was  performed  last  semester,  the 
college  had  set  aside  $300  to  handle  the  estimated 
repair  costs,  so  looking  at  it  from  a  lighter  side, 
8^0  was  saved^and  returned  to  the  treasury. 

An  ideal  way  to  spend  the  unexpected  return 
seems   to  be   the  addition  of  said  amount   to  the 


leedy  Public  Relations  Board.  In  that  way,  the 
college  might  yet  gain  some  favorable  publicity 
from  the  otherwise  tainted  episode. 

AMONG  the  list  of  campus  organizations  which 
perform  appointed  duties  hereabouts,  is  the 
Publications  Board. 

The  main  function  of  this  group  is  to  approve 
all  publications  for  campus  distribution,  and  those 
bearing  the  name  of  the  college,  before  they  are 
distributed  off  campus. 

No  organizations  may  legally  post  or  distribute 
any  literature  of  any  type  about  the  campus  with- 
out the  approval  of  this  board. 

To  date,  the  judiciary  committee,  which  en- 
forces the  board's  rulings,  has  taken  official  action 
once,  that  being  in  the  case  of  restricting  the  activ- 
ities of  an  organization  which  was  operating  with- 
out official  approval.  Similar  action  will  be  taken 
"against  any  other  groups  which  violate  the  ruling 
instituted  .solely  to  protect  the  name  of  this 
colli

We  would 
like  to  say  this  but  we  can't  because 
it  is  not  true. 

After  numerous  requests  (2)  to  do 
a  piece  on  this  subject,  we  have  spent 
many  diligent  hours  on  research  and 
herewith  report  our  findings.

One  approach  to  an  understanding 
of  existentialism  U- ItL  rlrfine  what  iL 


is  not.  It  is  fatalistic  because  it  is  the 
belief  that  man  is  plastic,  and  it  is 
up  to  each  of  us  to  create  our  own 
finished  character.  Of  course  if  your 
character  is  already  finished  then 
this  is  not  for  you. 

Known  as  the  philosophy  of  des- 
pair, existentialism  sees  man  existing 
in  a  world  fraught  with  terror  and 
anxiety.  This  is  certainly  true  of 
(e  students,  but  we  doubt 
whether  this  applies  to  ordinary 
people.

Without  a  program,  it  is  difficult 
to  distinguish  the  existentialist  from 
people.  One  sure  way  It  by  his 
iled  look.

Do  not  worry  about  riot  understand- 
ing any  of  this.  We  don't  either,  and 
if  they  are  going  to  be  so  secretive 
about  it,  let's  join  the  Elks  or  the 
Rotarians  instead.

Demonstrates  Art 
Methods   Employed

W/"E  recently  visited  William 
Eckert's  advertising  art 
classes  to  get  a  little  insight  on 
the  activities  of  future  advertis- 
ing artists.  We  saw  that  Joe  Addiego, 
a  talented  art  student,  had  designed 
a  decalcomania  to  be  placed  on  the 
windows  of  local  merchants'  estab- 
lishments who  have  agreed  to  support 
City  College  through  the  newly  or- 
ganized   Ham  boosters. 

Mr.  Eckert  explained  to  us  the 
decal  process  used,  which  involves 
quite  a  few  steps. 

"First  of  all,  all  art  creations  made 
here  are  produced  on  a  professional 
basis  using  the  same  methods  and 
techniques  used  in  professional  stu- 
dios." artist  Eckert  said.  He  ..acts  in 
the  capacity  of  thp  studio  are  di- 
rector. 

After  Addiego  submitted  the  rough  . 
layout,  professional  talk  for  tentative 
:n.    to   the   art    director,   the  job 
was     finished     in     colors     the    artist 
wanted  to  use. 


SUPPORTING 


The  work,  and  us.  were  theu^lakpn 
to  the  typography  lab  to  have  the 
type  set.  so  as  to  complete  the  art 
work.  This  group,  figuring  out  the 
best  type  to  be  used  on  the  art  speci- 
men, placed  a  proof  of  the  letters  on 
a  black-and-white  drawing. 

Everything    up    to    this   point    was 
simple  to  understand,  but  that  repro- 
duction system  was  a  dillv. 
*     This  falls  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
a    third    department,    the    lithography 


department.  Mr.  Eckert  took  us  there 
to  show  and  describe  how  the  diffi- 
cult, to  us,  is  made  easy. 

"A  negative  is  made  from  the 
original  drawing  and  transferred  to 
a  special  silk-screen  process  film,"  he 

mid      Thu-  nncnri.it  atpd   a  riffmilion  of 

that  oft-to-be-used  phrase,  silk- 
screen  process.  "Silk-screen  is  merely 
a  stencil  process  which  can  be  car- 
ried out  as  either  manual  hand  cut 
stencil  or  as  a  new  photographic 
stencil  method." 

The  processes,  we  found  out,  con- 
sist of  a  piece  of  silk  stretched  across 
a  frame,  a  very  basic  explanation. 
Then  the  artist's  handiwork  is  placed 
on   silk   so  as   to  block   out    the   area 


not  to  be  filmed. 

,  Oil  paint,  lacquer,  or  water  colors 
can  then  be  forced  through  the  silk 
cloth  onto  paper  stock  underneath  the 
cloth  with  a  rubber  squeegee,  similar, 
we  thought,  to  squeezing  wine 
through  cheese  cloth,  only  the  results 
differ. 

Between  this  squeezing  process  and 
placing  the  finished  decal  on  the 
windows  come  a  series  of  photograph- 
ing, brir#fing  a  revcTse  negative  into 
close  contact  with  a  special  film  and 
then  putting  this  onto  the,  at  long 
silk-screen. 

The   result   of   this   work    was   the 
Rambooster  symbol  above,  and  proof 
ill  is  not   in  hooks  in  college.

Or  radio  production,  where  whole 
shows  are  produced,  featuring  all 
types      of     broadcasts      from      "soap 


operas"  to  comedy  programs.  The 
producer  has  the  most  headaches  of 
anyone,  for  the  responsibility  of 
smoothness  and  timing  are  his. 

Students  of  the  course  in  radio 
production  gain  much  practical  ex- 
perience producing  shows  at  local 
studios. 

Often,  as  stated  previously,  the  en- 
tire task  falls  upon  the  announcer. 
A  foundation  course  in  the  multiple 
problems  facing  the  radio  announcer, 
too  many  to  mention,  is  offered  here 
too.  To  handle  the  situations  that 
might  arise  in  a  small  station,  as  far 
as  can  be  simulated  here,  artificial 
conditions  are  set  up  to  give  the  stu- 
dent all  the  knowledge  he  might  re- 
quire in   actual   operating   procedure. 


In  fact,  Henry  Leff,  instructor, 
pointed  out,  even  more  experience  in 
these  phases  of  radio  work  is  offered, 
than  one  would  ordinarily  find  neces- 
sary. Students  must,  he  added,  be 
given  as  varied  an  experience  as  we 
can  simulate  here  at  the  college. 

"Many  programs  will  be  offered  in 
the  future,"  Leff  said,  "that  will 
offer  many  opportunities  for  students 
in  the  radio  division  here  to  broaden 
their  knowledge."

Playing  Pin-ball  Machine  Just 
Part  Of  Job  In  Physics  Class 


By   Kenneth   Wong 

Physics  department  head,  Alfred 
P.  Agosti,  explained"  yesterday,  that 
a  toy  airplane,  a  gyroscope,  a  mag- 
netic horseshoe,  and  countless  other 
toys  are  essential  in  demonstrating 
phenomena  in  physics. 

These  "thing-a-ma-jigs"  are  con- 
structed and  repaired  in  the  workshop 
in  Room  114,  and  at  present  Agosti 
is  working  on  a  pin-ball  like  machine. 

Touch  a  lever  and  a  steel  ball 
tumbles  into  an  inclined  plane,  light- 
ing a  row  of  lights  as  it  rolls  by.  A 
metronome  times  its  velocity.  This 
experiment  demonstrates  ihe  acceler- 


ation of  gravity. 

Agosti  estimated  that  800  students 
are  currently  enrolled  in  physics 
courses. 

Students  keep  away  from  physics 
for  fear  of  mathematics,  but  for  them, 
he  said,  there  is  Physics  30,  a  three 
unit  course.

This  big  slice  out  of  the  sports 
budget  means  that  all  the  major 
sports  of  the  college  such  as  shuffle- 
board,    rowing,    spin-the-bottle,    etc.. 


will  not  be  included  in  any  more 
games  outside  of  the  city  limits. 

Formerly,  when  one  of  the  teams 
played  an  out-of-town  game,  players 
relied  on  the  college  funds  for  gas 
(private  cars  were  used),  eating,  and 
sleeping  quarters  while  on  the  road. 
Because  of  the  Jack  of  funds,  this  will 
now  be  a  thing  of  the  past. 

From  now  on  all  the  college  games 
will  have  to  take  place  within  the  city 
limits. 

Now  a  new  problem  arises.  Can  the 
college  sports  department  arrange  all 
their  games  with  the  other  colleges 
so  that  thev  will  be  played  at  home 
fields? 

This  brings  up  still  another  prob- 


lem. Where  does  the  college  have  its 
own  field? 

Formerly  when  the  teams  engaged 
in  home  games,'  they  usually  played 
at  various  places  throughout  the  city. 

Going  back  to  the  matter  of  the 
varsity  foxing  squad,  from  now  on 
there  only  will  be  foxing  instruction 
given  in  the  regular  gym  classes  and 
that's  all. 

As  far  as  foxing  Coach  Toy  Hede- 
rickson  is  concerned,  the  college  will 
have  to  switch  his  coaching  talents  to 
another  sport. 

This  cut  in  funds  of  the  athletic 
department  will  not  be  just  for  the 
next  couple  of  semesters,  but  may  be 
permanent  until  a  new  set  of  sports

Strict  enforcement  of  a  new  cam- 
pus military  program,  demanding 
participation  of  all  able-bodied  stu- 
dents and  instructors,  will  take  im- 
mediate effect  when  a  new  800  yard 
obstacle  course  is  completed,  and 
night  swimming  classes,  and  a  30 
mile  field  hike,  are  arranged  next 
week. 

This  plan  was  released  to  The 
Guardsman  by  a  special  bulletin  sent 
to  all  colleges  and  universities  in  the 
Twelfth  Naval  District. 

All  men  must  contact  Dean  Jack 
Brady  before  April  7  to  receive  their 
college  service  numbers,  make  ap- 
pointments for  typhus  shots,  and  ap- 
ply for  I.D.  cards. 

Emphasis  will  be  placed,  on  an 
arduous  body  building  program  in- 
cluding participation  in  an  800  yard 
obstacle  course,  qualification  in  king 
distance  swimming,  and,  each  se- 
mester, a  supervised  30  mile  hike  with 
full  infantry  pack. 

Aestivation  of  the  program  begins 
when  all  students  and  instructors  in 
the  first  group  march  with  full  army 
pack,  in  military  formation,  to  and 
from  Petaluma.

To  Be  Displaced  In 
Summer  Months

EVER  since  the  college  moved 
into  the  west  campus,  in  the 
fall  of  1946.  there  have  been 
three  barracks  open  for  resident 
students.  However,  with  the  new 
ruling  stating  that  there  will  be  no 
summer  session  this  year,  the  line 
will  be  broken. 

Those  affected  by  the  displacement 
will  number  approximately  100  men. 
Where  they  will  go  or  what  they  will 
do  is  anybody's  guess. 

In  the  fall  of  '46,  when  the  campus 
was  expanded  to  include  the  area 
formerly  occupied  by  Navy  Waves, 
many  of  the  features  were  kept  in- 
tact. 

Among  these  were  the  Navy  bar- 
racks, originally  four*  now  three. 
They  are  Buildings  7.  8  and  the  Wal- 
dorf, or  Building  13.  Building  6  also 
was  used.  They  are  designed  to  hold 
around  240  occupants. 

In  Buildings  7  and  8.  living  space 
is  divided  into  locker  and  bunk  room, 
a  la  Army  barracks.  However,  the 
Waldorf,    named    in    honor    of    that 


sumptuous  New  York  hostelry,  is 
separated  into  individual  rooms,  two 
resident-students  to  a  cubicle. 

Since  the  initial  inundation  of  stu- 
dents on  the  west  campus,  education 
has  made  inroads  into  the  dormitories. 
Building  6,  long  a  retreat  for  campus 
residents,  was  recently  converted  to 
class  rooms. 

This  major  reduction  of  living  space 
naturally  decreased  the  amount  of 
bunk  room  available.  It  also  brought 
about  the  long  waiting  list  and   the

Mechanical   Brain  Outlaws   French -Cuffs

This  is  the  machine  of  omnipotent 
wisdom.  jJ^knows  all  the  answe 
including  correct  usage  of  French- 
cuffs. 

Every  time  a  student  puts  a  little 
black  mark  on  an  answer  sheet  dur- 
ing midterm  period,  he  is  subjecting 
himself  to  the  cold,  calculating  justice 
nf  the  IBM  test  correcting  machine. 

The  face  of  F.dward  Ruegg,  assist- 
ant in  the  testing  department,  cannot 
be  seen  in  the  picture  here,  because 
he  is  intensely  busy  correcting  a  re- 
cent batch  of  test  papers. 

When  Ruegg  presses  the  large. 
rectangular  button  to  the  left  of  the 
indicator  dial,  the  machine  will  do  its 
stuff.  Electricity  will  flow  through 
the  blae'.<marks  on  the  answer  sheet 
in  the  slot  to  his  right,  and  the  results 
will  be  recorded  on  the  dial  in  front 
of  him. 

Ruegg  can  run  400  to  500  papers  an 
hour  through  the  machine.  Not  only 
docs  the  machine  correct  papers,  but 


it  counts  the  number  of  students  who 
misled  certain  questions  so  that  an  in- 
structor may  analyze  a  tost  It  ran 
divide  an  examination  into  part'  and 
grade  each  part  separately. 

The  testing  department,  under  the 
direction  of  Harold  Weeks,  is  espe- 
cially busy  when  new  studeni 
taking  entrance  examinations.  Results 
of  tevts  are  turned  over  to  coun- 
sellors to  that  they  may  know  hi 
place  new  students. 

The  giving  of  aptitude  and  voca- 
tional interest  tests  is  another  job 
of  the  testing  department.  Much  time 
is  spent  in  studying  and  analyzing 
tests  for  increased  accuracy  and  effi- 
ciency. Now  the  department  i*  pre- 
paring for  next  semester's  entrance 
examinations. 

Aptitude  tests,  entrance  examina- 
tions, midterms,  and  finals  make  a 
busy  time  for  the  machine.  As  yet,  it 
is  not  known  whether  the  compli- 
cated mechanical  creation  of  the  20th 
century  can  distinguish  between 
them.

Some  student  who  finally  made  the 
grade  said  that  what  was  needed  to 
get  the  desired  bed  was  a  letter  of 
recommendation  from  the  Army 
chief -of -staff.  That  might  be  an  ex- 
aggeration, but  those  who  do  want 
rooms  must  show  reasons  why,  such 
as  coming  from  out-of-state,  from  out 
of  the  country,  or  possible  financial 
difficulties. 

Financially  speaking,  residents  on 
campus  do  spend  less  than  those  liv- 
ing in  rooming  houses.  The  cost  for 
one  month  in  the  doorless  quarters, 
barracks  7  and  8,  is  $11.50,  while  the 
cost  for  a  room  in  the  Waldorf  li 
$12.50.  Sheets  and  towels  are  sup- 
plied, as  well  as  showers  and  other 
necessary  conveniences. 

Student  proctors  keep  decorum  and 
order  In  the  dormitories.  They  issue 
the  supply  of  linen,  see  that  lights  are 
turned  off  at  the  appropriate  time, 
radios  turned  down  so  as  not  to  create 
a  nuisance.  For  this  work,  they  are 
paid  a  nominal  fee  plus  free  rooms. 

Fred  C.  Macfarland,  manager  of  the 
barracks,  said  that  all  efforts  will  be 
made  to  locate  adequate  lodgings  for 
those  who  live>-in  inaccessible  re- 
gions.

It  cost  the  city  a  neat  little  $20,000 
to  finance  the  survey  for  four  months, 
it  was  reported;  and  last  week  be- 
spectacled engineer  Jenkins  came  up 
with  an  eight-point  program  designed 
to  save  San  Francisco  a  lot  more  than 
that, 
JENKINS1   EIGHT-POINT  PLAN 

Among  the  eight  points  advised  by 
Jenkins  were  the  abandonment  of  the 
cable  cars,  fewer  buses,  and  more 
streamlined  trolleys,  and  a  nickel  run 
on  Market  Street  to  Twin  Peaks.  Jen- 
kins claimed  that  his  program  would 
save  the  city  two-and-a-half  million 
dollars  a  year. 

The  number  one  item  on  the  sur- 
vey, however,  concerned  the  inner 
workings  of  the  Muni  Railway.  Jen- 
kins recommends  drastic  changes  in 
the  Public  I'tilities"  management, 
policies,  services,  and  facilities. 

A  general  manager,  responsible  to 
a  three-man  commission,  would  have 
full  control  over  the  railway  This 
would  eliminate  overlapping  and  pro-

vide   a   smooth   functioning   body   to 
govern  the  line. 

The  railway  could  then  be  run  as 
a  big  business  without  having  certain 
unqualified  persons  in  charge.  Jen- 
kins also  recommended  freedom  from 
other  citj^  agencies  and  their  unend- 
rng-reei-Aape.  The  road  would  run  its 
own  purchasing,  legal,  personnel,  and 
accounting-department.  •

It  is  no  longer  necessary,  Mrs.  Har- 
riman  tells  us,  to  have  an  awning- 
covered  red  velvet  carpet  spread  over 
the  sidewalk  in  front  nf  the  town 
house.  This  is  a  blow,  we  reaajr.e,  but 
henceforth  we  must  dispense  with 
the  red  velvet  carpet. 

In  the  chapter  on  formal  dinners, 
Mrs.  H.  tells  us  that,  in  town,  a  butler 
opens  the  front  door  for  arriving 
guests,  but  in  the  country  there  are 
generally  two  men  on  duty  at  the 
street  entrance.

distinct  casts,  somewhat  on  the  order 
of  the  technique  employed  in  Paison. 
PARAPHRASING   THE   PLOT 

The  plot  of  the  film,  that  of  a 
French  priest  who  was  later  canon- 
ized for  his  activities  in  early  socio- 
logical-reform movements,  needed  an 
actor  who  could  produce  that  intan- 
gible something  that  is  so  nect 
to  great  theater,  sympathy  and  un- 
derstanding of  the  character  that  is 
portrayed. 

Pierre  Fresnay.  an  unknown  in  this 
country,  played  the  part  of  the  hum- 
ble priest  with  dignity  and  bearing. 
The  empathy  created  was  as  strong 
as  that  of  any  good  stage  production. 

The  picture  itself  was  made  with 
dignity  and  restraint.  In  quite  a  few 
of  the  scenes  there  could  have^een  a 
slopping  over  of  emotions  and  senti- 
ment, things  that  Hollywood  does  so 
well.     There    were    many    instances 


when  Fresnay  could  have  chokingly 
uttered  some  trite  phrase  expressing 
his  devotion  and  humbleness^  JJut  he 
didn't. 

A  shrug  of  the  shoulder,  a  raising 
of  a  hand  or  just  a  cocking  of  his 
head  sufficed  him — devices  which 
literally  speak  words  .  .  .  handy,  we 
might  add,  for  those  whose  French  is 
limited.

of  years.  The  priest,  logically,  does 
not  stay  in  the  flower  of  youth 
throughout  the  movie. 

He  does  grow  older.  In  this  im- 
portation the  transition  is  gradual,  as 
befitting  time.  He  does  not  pop  up 
with  grey  hairs  and  a  lumbago  limp 
immediately  following  a  scene  where 
he  is  shown  as  a  hiisky.  French 
peasant,  which  Vincent  was  before  he 
k  the  vows.  This  subtletly  of  touch 
adds  niuch  to  the  factual  and  esthetic 
appreciation  of  the  film.

Lack  Of  Foreign  language  Knowledge 
Results  In  New  Army  College  Program 


Realizing  the  number  of  me*  with- 
out a  knowledge  of  foreign  languages 
in  American  occupation  forces,  the 
Army  has  begun  a  program  to  train 
college  language  students  to  form 
eight-man  linguistic  teams  in  the 
event  of  another  emergency.  Major 
William  H.  Lambert,  in  charge  of 
operations  at  the  University  of  San 
Francisco,  announced  yesterday. 

Such  a  program  was  initiated  on 
the  first  of  the  year  at  the  University 
of  San  Francisco,  and  one  is  now  tak- 
ing form  at  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia. Similar  programs  are  in  effect 
at  several  other  universities  through- 
out the  United  States. 


For  the  present,  the  teams  have 
been  composed  of  students  speaking 
Greek,  Italian,  Spanish  and  Portu- 
guese, but  the  program  as  it. grows 
will  probably  include  other  languages, 
according  to  Major  Lambert. 

One  outstanding  aspect  of  the  pro- 
gram is  that  once  these  teams  are 
formed,  the  personnel  will  not  be  sub- 
ject to  change  in  classification.  In 
this  manner  the  Army  hopes  to  im- 
prove the  groups'  efficiency.

Accent  On  The  Affirmative 


THE  festering  spot  of  China's 
political  malady,  spreading 
from  its  ulcered  sore  of  Peiking, 
has  engulfed  China's  central  area 
so  repressively  with  its  red-cancer 
that  the  Nationalist  government  may 
soon  begin  reverberating  from  the 
first  of  its  death  throes. 

Had  not  Shanghai,  the  world's  sec- 
ond largest  city,  been  the  plum  ol 
the  Communist*'  recent  advance,  the 
China  story  would  have  remained  in 
the  background  of  America's  news- 
papers, and  the  average  disinterested 
reader  would  be  as  unconcerned  with 
the  Far  Eastern  situation  as  with 
Uruguay's  import  policy  on  pumper- 
nickel seeds. 

It  is  not  <nir  purpose  to  discuss  the 
Communist  march  on  Shanghai,  but 
to  consider  the  Chinese-American 
military  activity  within  China. 

In  1944.  Nationalist  and  American 
military  leaders  conceived  complete 
subjugation  of  Japan  by  late  1946.  In 
accordance  with  these  views  an  of- 
fensive program  was  devised  outlin- 
ing an  attack  by  a  large  American 
expeditionary  force  on  Kyushu  Island 
(about  the  size  of  Maryland),  on  the 
Japanese  homeland. 

Simultaneously,  Nationalist  troops 
were  to  engage  in  full  scale  assault* 
on  Canton  (pop.  equivalent  to  San 
Francisco),  in  Southern  China.  In 
Spring,  1946.  ,  while  MacArthui  s 
troops  were  to  be  landing  in  Tokyo, 
the  Nationalists,  accompanied  by 
American  soldiers,  had  planned  to 
be  converging  on  Shanghai. 

This  military  program  was  devised 


to  insure  position  of  Chiang  Kai- 
shek's  Nationalist  Army  near  the 
Yangtze  and  along  the  China  coast, 
fox  purposes  of  affording  swift  trans- 
portation into  Northern  China  to 
crush  the  Communists  and  disarm 
the  Japanese  after  their  surrender. 

The  impromptu  Nipponese  surrend- 
er in  1945  left  the  Nationalists  in  a 
disastrous  situation.  Communist  forces 
in  the  Northern  sector  were  within 
striking  distance  of  China's  vital 
coastal  areas,  while  Chiang's  best 
troops  were  two  months  traveling 
distance  away  in  Kwangtung  Prov- 
ince, Southern  China. 

These  were  the  circumstances  that 
resulted  in  the  'greatest  aerial  troop 
movement  "in"  hislbi  y."       '•— ; *:

Before  they  sink  into  the  background  and  are 
completely  forgotten,  as  is  usually  the  case  here,., 
we  would  like  to  take  a  minute  to  offer  up  a  "well 
done"  to  Diederichsen  and  his  men. 

Not  only  are  these  men  deserving  of  praise  for 
their  outstanding  ring  ability,  but  more  so  for  the 
manner  in  which  they  conducted  themselves  while 
in  the  ring  and  representing  the  college. 

The  squad  was  cited  for  its  boxing  ability,  as 
the  trophy  they  brought  home  testifies,  but  more 
important  is  the  recognition  they  received  for 
their  outstanding  sportsmanship. 

Throughout    the   National    tourney,    the   locals^ 
were  up  against  a  hostile  crowd.    PasacJena.  tlu- 
host  college,  was  in  strong  contention  for  tihe  title 
which   they  eventually   won,  and  no  doubt   the 
audience  was  predominately  pro-Pasadena. 

There  is  probably  no  other  type  of  audience 
which  is  more  heartless  than  a  fight  crowd.  Add 


to  this  the  fact  that  the  boys  were  competing  for 
National  honors.    . 

And  yet,  with  the  above  pressures  working 
against  them,  the  Ram  aggregation  measured  up 
to  the  test  and  emerged  with  flying  colors.  Sure, 
Pasadena  walked  off  with  top  ring  honors,  but  the 
locals  left  a  lasting  impression  on  all  who  wit- 
nessed their  efforts. 

They  showed  they  had  wtiat  it  takes  and  just 
that  little  extra  something  else  which  determines 
whether  a  team  is  really  great.  They  were  always 
in  the  fight,  physically  and  mentally,  and  regard- 
less of  the  outcome  of  their  individual  bouts,  km-w 
they  had  won  more  than  a  trophy. 

They  showed  the  crowd  down  South  they  could 

lose  and  come  away  from  the  ringside  with  their 

heads  just  as  high  as  when  they  entered  the  i

„f  more  lighting  facilities  and  have 
spent  many  hours  designing  the  sets 
for  Naughty  Marietta.  These  sets 
have  been  constructed  of  light  wood 
and  cardboard  on  an  inch  to  each  foot 

scale. 

Plans  are  now  under  way  to  erect 
a  14  by  48  foot  extension  platform  on 
the  front  of  the  stage  to  give  more 
working  area  to  the  actors  and 
chorus  and  to  accommodate  the 
scenery  needed  for  the  opera. 

In  place  of  the  usual,  standard  cur- 


i,  professional  canvas  drops  will 
be  placed  at  the  front  of  the  exten- 
sion, the  managers  say.  Scenery  will

The  AsjWi^ted  Men  Student  Presi- 
dent represents  the  men  students  at 
the  college.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Social  Committee  and  of  the  Presi- 
dent's Cabinet  and  is  required  to  be 
present  at  Student  f  ouncil  meetings. 

The  Associated  W  -men  Student 
President  represents  the  women  stu- 
dents at  the  college;  her  duties  are

QUICK  temperecL_Leo  Du- 
rocher.  manager  of  the  New 
York  Giants,  escaped  unscathed 
for  the  second  time  in  his  fiery 
career,  last  week,  following  a  brush 
with  a  heckling  fan  in  the  Polo 
Grounds. 

A  five  day  suspension  was  lifted  by 
baseball  commissioner,  Happy  Chan- 
dler, when  enough  evidence  could 
not  be  produced,  concerning  assault 
charges  by  Dodger  fan  Fred  Boysen. 
The  now  famous  incident  centered 
around  Duroeher,  who  was  accused  of 
hitting  and  kicking  Boysen,  following 
a   Dodger-Giant  game. 

Immediately  following  the  incident, 


22  year  old  Boysen  said  he  would  file 
assault  charges  against  the  Giant 
skipper  for  alleged  internal  injuries. 
Boysens  lawyer  said  he  would  file 
the  charge,  but  the  decision  would 
not  affect  Durocher's  baseball  exon- 
eration. 

This  is  not  the  first  time  Duroeher 
has  had  a  run-in  with  a  fan.  In 
1946,  The  Lip  was  acquitted  in  a  court 
of  law  on  a  charge  of  beating  John 
Christian  under  the  Ebbets  Field 
grandstand,  with  the  aid  of  a  park 
policeman. 

That  makes  two  strikes  on  Du- 
roeher. Should  he  get  into  another 
scrape  with  a  fan  he  may  be  out  of 


baseball  for  good.  In  the  spring  of 
1947,  Duroeher  was  suspended  for 
one  year  for  conduct  "detrimental  to 
baseball." 

In  direct  contrast  with  the  volatile 
Lip  is  City  College's  baseball  coach.

"have  to  dig  harder  and  longer"  and 
may  not  always  get  what  they  are 
looking  for. 

From  the  University  of  California 
at  Berkeley  the  Journal  was  in- 
formed "that  fewer  people  will  have 
jobs  ready  at  graduation  time  this 
year." 

The  best  prospects,  the  Journal 
learned  from  one  placement  bureau, 
are  for  salesmen,  "especially  in  manu- 
facturing" or  insurance-.  AreotMitnnti 
and  atomic  energy  workers  are  at  the 
top,  with  engineers  In  second  place. 
Lawyers  are  at  the  bottom  of  the  list. 


California  colleges,  the  Journal  says, 
report  a  big  demand  for  teachers, 
clerks  and  nurses. 

The  biggest  drop  in  placement 
opportunities  is  for  executive  and 
technical  men  in  big  corporations. 
Employers  are  looking  at  scholastic 
records,  outside  activities,  and  per- 
sonality traits,  an  Ohio  State  Univer- 
sity spokesman  told  the  Journal.

Olivier,  Freud,  and  Hamlet,  by  John 
Ashworth. 

Ashworth  claims  that  much  of  the 
conjecture  about  Hamlet's  character 
as  personified  by  Olivier  in  his  Oscar- 
winning  production  is  largely  psy- 
chological dreaming  on  the  part  of 
Freudians. 

Analyzing  the  action  in  Hamlet, 
Ashworth  maintains  that  there  Tire  no 
"grounds  for  Olivier's"  interpreting 
Shakespeare's  greatest  hero_as  a 
weak-.TTcholarly  effeminate.  However, 
Olivier  is  not  the  first  actor  to  see 
the  character  of  Hamlet  in  this  light. 
THE  HAMLET  IDEAL 

Ashworth*  says  that  the  only  age 
in  which  Hamlet  was  really  under- 
stood was  the  age  in  which  he  was 
created — the  Elizabethan — for  he  was 
the  prototype  of  the  ideal  scholar- 
soldier-prince,  the  perfect  combina- 
tion in  the  eyes  of  Elizabethans. 

Afterward,  the  Romantic  attitude 
could  find  no  reconciliation  between 
their  own  ideals  and  the  character 
of  the  stage's  greatest  hero  thus,  the 
present  attitude  has  evolved  from  in- 
tellectuals interpreting  Hamlet  as  an 
introvertive  weakling — much  after 
their  own  idea  of  how  a  man  with  a 
problem  should  behave  ...  an  inter- 
esting analysis  on  the  part  of  John 
Ashworth.

Even  hardened  ring  followers 
praised  the  explosively  real  fight 
scenes  and  the  authentic  backdrops. 

Good  as  it  is,  Champion  was  altered 
froa   the   original   Lardner   story   in 


typical  Hollywood  fashion.  The  time 
of  the  story  was  switched  from  the 
rough  colorful  days  of  boxing  of  the 
early  1900's  to  the  present. 

That  change  is  only  incidental  to 
the  plot  of  the  fine  picture.  Lardner 
caricatured  Kelly  in  a  satirical  vein. 
portraying  him  as  a  vicious  heel.  The 
movie  version  has  Kelly  as  an  out 
and  out  bounder  without  laughing  at 
him. 

Lardner  described  Kelly  thusly: 
"Midge  was  the  picture  of  health 
despite  a  slightly  colored  eye  and  an 
ear  that  seemed  to  have  no  opening. 
His  diamond  horse-shoe  pin,  his  pur- 
ple cross-striped  shirt,  his  orange 
shoes  and  his  light  blue  suit  fairly 
screamed  for  attention."    From  that, 


the  reader  can  get  an  idea  of  Kelly's 
vain  character. 

Despite  these  variations  from  the 
original  story,  the  movie  is  neverthe- 
less topnotch.  However,  the  movie 
makers  brought  out  Kelly's  rottenness 
somewhat  too  much. 

There  are  men  of  Kelly's  nature 
in  the  fight  game,  but  on  the  whole, 
fighters  are  just  a  bunch  of  pugs 
trying  to  make  a  living  with  their 
fists.  In  other  words,  champions  can 
win  cleanly  without  reverting  to 
dirty  tactics. 

An  example  of  this  was  shown  in 
the  recent  Pasadena  Tournament 
when  Ram  boxer  Roy  Damas  lost  a 
tough  bout,  but  won  the  "flghtingest 
fighter^  award  for  his  clean  cut  fight.

Plans  for  a  new  paint  technology 
laboratory  were  announced  yesterday 
by  Lloyd  Luckmann,  assistant  to  the 
president,  and  will  call  for  an  expen- 
diture of  4,200  dollars. 

"The  Board  of  Education  has  au- 
thorized this  amount  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  new  facilities,"  Luckmann 
disclosed,  "and  will  consider  bids 
from  contractors  for  the  actual  in- 
stallation of  the  new  equipment." 

It  is  expected  that  the  laboratory 


will  be  finished  and  ready  for  use  by 
next  September,  in  time  to  accom- 
modate students  who  register  for 
paint  technology  courses  in  the  Fall 
semester,  1949. 

Special  equipment  for  working  with 
paints,  varnishes  and  lacquers  will 
be  installed,  including  a  hood  for 
cooking  varnish,  a  spray  booth  and 
paint  making  machinery. 

The  new  laboratory  will  occupy 
Rooms  206,  207  and  208.

morrow is  our  theme  for  today. 
With  some  help  from  H.  G. 
Wells,  Aldous  Huxley,  Buck  Rogers, 
and  Flash  Gordon,  we  present  college 
life  in  1975. 

Television  will,  of  course,  bring  the 
instructor  right  into  the  home.  The 
super -student  of  tomorrow  will  be 
able  to  turn  on  his  set.  hop  back  into 
bed  and  relax  during  the  lecture. .  A 
modern  wire  recorder  will  replace 
the  old  style  note-book,  and  pencils 
and  pens  will  be  things  of  the  past 

If  a  lecture  gets  dull,  the  super  stu- 
dent may  switch  to  some  other  sub- 
ject by  merely  twisting  the  dial.  This 
may  eliminate  the  entire  field  of 
Economics,  Political  Science,  and 
History. 

As  there  is  no  longer  any  need  of 
classrooms,  the  college  buildings  will 
have  been  torn  down  and  replaced  by 
a  drive-in  movie.  The  only  thing  left 
from  the  dim  days  of  the  past  will  be 
the  college  fountain,  where  the  stu- 
dents meet  very  day  and  listen  to 
the  atomic  juke  box.

TERM    PAPER    MACHINE 

One  anachronistic  hold  over  from 
the  past  will  be  term  papers  but  they 
will  be  turned  out  by  a  device  known 
as  the  radar-mechanical  term  paper 
machine.  The  super-student  will  only 
have  to  adjust  a  few  dials  and  punch 
a  key  or  two  in  order  to  get  the 
desired  subject,  length  of  paper  (in 
inches),  and  all  other  important  data.

As  a  labor  saving 
device  this  machine  will  mark  a  big 
advance  over  our  present  system.

Revolutionary  developments  in 

radio  engineering  because  of  the 

recent  invention  of  the  transistor 

unit  will  be  the  theme  of  the 
Engineering  Society's  meeting  during 
college  hour  Friday.  May  27,  Room 
100. 

The  meeting  features  a  talk  by  en- 
gineering instructor  Lester  Tarnopol 
on  the  development  and  future  uses 
of  the  transistor. 

The  transistor  unit,  Little  Brain 
Cell,  will  eventually  take  the  place 
of  the  conventional  vacuum  tubes. 

Difference  in  size  between  the 
present  filament  tube  and  the  new 
transistor  is  amazing.  The  tube  in 
use  today  is  at  least  four  inches  tall 
and  an  inch  in  diameter,  whereas  the 
Little  Brain  Cell. is  only  Vz  inch  tall 
and  'i  inch  in  diameter. 

It  was  Invented  by  the  Bell  Tele- 
phone Laboratories  In  1948  and  Is 
constructed  so  that  It  does  not  contain 
filaments,  which  burn  out  readily,  but 
crystals  of  Germanium,  a  rare  ele- 
ment.

cians  were  generous  in  releasing  this 
new  development,  which  as  yet  is  not 
used  commercially,  to  the  college 
radio  laboratories  for  experimenta- 
tion and  familiarization. 

Not  only  will  space  be  saved  in 
building  electrical  equipment,  em- 
phasized Tarnopol,  but  also  the  time 
and  expense  In  constantly  replacing 
burned  out  filament  tubes  will  be 
eliminated.

Vermiculite  Pops  Like  Popcorn,  Makes  Wall    Bdnd'

At  the  recent  flower  show  in  Oakland, 
April  26-May  l.  John  Lawrence,  instruc- 
tor of  the  Flower  Shop,  created  a  back- 
ground for  the  shop  exhibit  which  meant 
news  to  the  man  who  has  designed  the  Annual 
California  garden   show   for   16  years. 

Under  Lawrence's  direction,  the  college 
Flower  Shop  built  from  plaster  a  25-foot  imita- 
tion adobe  wall,  transported  it  by  truck  all  the 
way  to  Oakland,  and  UMd  il  as  background 
for  its  prize  winning  floral  exhibit  in  this 
year's   flower  show. 

When  the  show's  designer  eyed  the  wall,  ob- 
serving Its  solid  and  realistic  condition  thor- 
oughly, he  found  that  in  16  years  of  garden 
show  designing  a  new  formula  for  construction, 
both  practical  and  economical,  had  been  de- 
veloped by  the  college's  flower  shop  instructor. 

Yesterday,  from  behind  his  desk  in  his  Build- 
ing 5  office,  with  fresh  flower  aroma  sweetening 
the  air,  Lawrence  gave  the'  news  to  The 
Guardsman  reporter. 

"We  used  Vermiculite,"  he  announced. 

Vermiculite?  ?  ?  ?  ? 


The  instructor  interrupted  his  typing  to  give 
more  attention  to  the  question. 

"Vermiculite."  Lawrence  explained,  'is  a  light 
mineral  product  which  only  recently  was  placed 
on  the  market.  It  Is  a  mini-like  substance 
which,  when  heated,  pops  like  popcorn  and 
creates  a  light  weight  type  of  insulating  ma- 
terial. Mixed  with  plaster  and  used  in  place 
of  sand.  It  Is  both  lighter  and  engenders  some 
flexibility  even  in  a  plaster  surface.  This 
construction  made  transportation  from  San 
Francisco  to  Oakland  and  back  possible  with  a 
minimum  of  damage. 

"Our  original  idea."  the  instructor  explained, 
"was  to  lighten  the  weight  of  the  25  foot  struc- 
ture, realizing  that  it  must  be  loaded  and  moved 
to  Oakland.  To  do  this,  we  substituted  the 
new  and  lighter  product  for  the  usual  sand. 

"That  Vermiculite  .would  give  the  plaster 
surface  more  resistance,  making  it  unlikely  to 
crack  noticeably,  was  a  secondary  idea,"  he 
emphasized. 

"But  it  worked  beautifully,"  he  added.

A  decrease  in  the  size  of  batteries 
due  to  the  Little  Brain  Cell  should 
result  In  more  efficient  hearing  aids 
for  the  partially  deaf. 

Still  in  its  infancy,  the  transistor 
unit  is  being  used  solely  for  power 
amplifying. 

Transistor  units,  when  coupled  with 
the  new  principle  of  painted  circuit 
which  eliminates  complex  and  bulky 
wiring  patterns,  enables  the  radio 
parts  manufacturer  to  produce  smaller 
and  cheaper  radio  sets. 

Thanks  to  the  cooperation  of  the 
Bell  Telephone  Laboratories,  the  radio 
department  Is  not  only  up  to  date,  but 
ahead  of  times.  > 

Students  taking  radio  engineering 
receive  training  in  all  the  latest  as- 
pects of  electronics  and  radio  develop- 
ments, according  to  Tarnopol.  to  pre- 
pare them  for  their  chosen  Kqpl  | 
in  a  world  of  rapidly  changing  tewh- 
nological  advancements.

Accent  On  The  Affirmative 


CALIFORNIA,  particularly  the 
Bay  Area  and  slightly-south- 
ward region,  is  today  thriving 
as  a  center^of  literary  and  dra- 
matic development. 

From  the  East  and  from  local 
townships,  writers  have  settled  in 
these  areas  to  produce  a  literature 
which  is  typical  of  the  times  and  of 
the  state.  Much  of  it  is  progressive; 
much  very  Tasting-. 

Such  writers  as  John  Steinbeck  and 
Robinson  Jeffers  have  become  so  as- 
sociated with  the  Pacific  Coast  that 
their  works  reflect  but  the  one  en- 
viron. Robinson  Jeffers  continues  his 
seclusion  in  (armol  where  bookstore 
displays,  indicate  that  local  tastes 
cater  to  the  output  of  the  chronicler 
of  their  people  and  scenery. 

Steinbeck  is  reportedly  back  at 
Monterey  at  work  on  a  new  novel 
which  has  taken  him  three  years  to 
date. 

Wallace  Stegner,  of  the  English  de- 
partment at  Stanford,  heads  the  list 
of  firmly-established  younger  writers. 
His  Big  Rock  Candy  Mountain  was 
included  in  the  Martha  Foley  collec- 
tion of  the  best  of  1948  short  stories. 
Houghton-Mifflin  Co.  plans  to  publish 
a   collection   of  Stegner's   works. 

The  record  of  Stanford's  creative 
writing  classes  is  impressive.  Famed 
short  story  writer  and  novelist  Kath- 
erine  Porter  is  currently  an  artist-in- 
residence      instructing      in      creative 


writing.  Volume  III  of  Stanford 
Short  Stories  nears  completion  by  the 
Stanford  University  Press  while  the 
number  of  Stanford  writing  students 
who  have  had  i  work  published  by 
leading  magazines  proves  outstand- 
ing. Apparently  the  sancL-Mone 
arches  of  the  universities  are  produc- 
ing the  writers  of  this  generation  and 
not  the  Bohemian  sanctums  that  sup- 
posedly produced  those  of  the  last 
generation.    • 

Two  California  -  born  -  and  -  bred 
products  are  worth  noting...  in  the 
literary  magazine  field:  Circle,  popu- 
lar as  a  highly  progressive  publien- 
tion,  and  The  Pacific  Spectator,  which 
caters  to  those  whose  tastes  run  in 
a  conservative  direction  and  who  ttke" 
their  creative  writing  unembellished 
with  the  tricks  of  a  current  radical 
movement  in  literature. 

The  dramatic  scene  should  have  an  , 
interesting  future  when  the  Big  Trees 
Bowl,  currently  being  hewn  out  of 
Redwoods  down  Santa  Cruz  way.  is 
completed  next  year.  Conceived  by 
Adrian  Awan.  the  outdoor  theater 
will  function  similarly  to  the  annual 
Tamalpais  Mountain  Play.  It  will 
draw  on  dramatic  talent  from  such 
California  centers  as  San  Francisco, 
Carmel,  and  San  Jose.  With  such 
natural  scenery  as  giant  redwoods  the 
Big  Trees  Bowl  should  add  up  to 
something  remarkable  in  the  way  of 
drama. 


DISINTEREST,  at  least  from  the  candidate's 
viewpoint,  seems  to  be  the  trend  of  this  se- 
mester's Associated  Student  elections  as  the  polls 
opened  this  morning  and  voters  were  faced  with 
a  curtailed  list  of  candidates. 

Not  since  the  war  years,  when  Uncle  Sam  was 
doine  the  selecting  and  spared  no  one,  has  the  col- 
lege been  faced  with  such  a  lull  in  campus  politics. 

Even  in  those  days,  however,  the  problem  was 
not  in  securing  a  ballot  full  of  candidates,  but 
rather  in  keeping  the  elected  officers  out  of  uni- 
form and  on  campus. 

Today,  the  lack  of  interest  can  mean  but  two 
things.  „  Either  the  two  party  system,  which  has 
been  built  up  at  the  college  during  the  post-war 
peciod,  is  on  its  way  out,  or  else  there  is  a  decided 
lack  of  qualified  political  material  on  campus  at 
present. 

If  the  latter  is  the  case,  then  time  will  no  doubt 
heal  Inc..  wound  and  return  things  to  normal  before 
long,  but  if  the  cause  is  the  lack  of  interest  among 
cither  of  the  major  political  parties,  then  the  tale 
is  indeed  a  sad  one. 

What  has  been  built  up  over  the  years  will  have 
crumbled  and  along  with  it  will  fall  the  prestige 
which  the  coll€ge"iTas_fathered  beranse  of  its  true 


democratic  student  government  program. 

City  College  is  one  of  the  State's  few  two-year 
institutions  which  places  the  responsibility  of  stu- 
dent government  squarely  in  the  hands  of  the 
student. 

Through  the  years  students  at  the  college  have 
proved  themselves  worthy  of  the  responsibility, 
and  it  would  be  a  shame  to  see  this  labeled  as 
the  period  in  which  the  decline  in  student  govern- 
ment at  the  college  began. 

Although  a  light  vote  is  predicted  this  semester, 
a  truly  large  and  representative  student  vote 
would  dissuade  any  thought  that  the  students,  as 
a  group,  had  lost  interest  in  their  student  govern- 
ment. T 

GOING  along  with  the  governmental  theme,  a 
poorly  aimed  blow-below-the-be+t  was  structc 
at  Associated  Student  President  Pete  Isola .  last 
week  when  a  cowardly  group,  hiding  behind  the 
shield  of  mystery,  distributed  a  slanderous  missive 
unjustly  condemning  Isola  for  a  statement  he 
made  at  a  recenU^oard  of  Education  i  meeting  on 
behalf  of  the  students  he  represents.

Dated  August  26.  1935.  it  was  a  full 
sized  weekly. 

The  college  at  this  time  was  located 
at  both  Galileo  High  School  and  540 
Powell  Street.  Students  who  com- 
plain about  the  walk  from  the  west 
campus  up  to  the  main  building  take 
note. 
POPULAR  CHOICE 

A  student  poll  was  taken  at  this 
time  to  determine  the  name  for  the 
college  paper,  the  colors,  and  a  nick- 
name for  the  college.  Among  the 
names  suggested  for  the  paper  were. 
The  Seagull,  El  Dorado,  The  Pioneer, 
and  The  Serran.  After  a  fast  stretch 
drive  The  Guardsman  won  by  two 
lengths  going  away.    Mutuals  later. 

The   nick-name    contest    was   even 

closer.   Alter  considering  such  names 

Clippers.       Caballeros.       Aztecs, 

flauchos.    Cavaliers,    and    Eurekana, 

the  desperate  students   voted   for  the 


Rams.    With  such  a  choice  is  there 
any  wonder? 

The  college  colors  battle  was  "wide 
open.  A  few  radicals  held  out  for 
chartreuse  and  mauve  or  organdy 
and  purple,  but  wiser  heads  prevailed, 
and  red  and  white  was  the  winner." 
It  is  true  that  there  was  a  large  con- 
tingent in  favor  of  black  and  blue 
and  they  did  accuse  the  red  and  white 
group  of  Gerrymandering  (an  old 
Greek  political  term  meaning  let's 
compromise  and  do  it  my  way.) 
BIG  OFFICE 

The  Guardsman  office  during  these 
trying  days  was  located  In  a  janitor's 
closet  complete  with  mops  and  pails. 
They  had  two  borrowed  typewriters, 
one  of  which  worked,  and  the  staff 
small  but  alert. 

Advertisements  in  these  early  edi- 
tions provide  Interesting  reading. 
Giant  milk  shakes  were  a  dime  as 
were  hamburgers,  and  a  complete 
dinner  is  advertised  for  only  30  cents. 
The  latest  Fred  Astaire-Ginger  Rogers 
movie  cost  15  cents. 

When  the  site  for  the  present  main 
building  was  chosen  it  was  described 

beautiful,  well-located  sit* 
30  acres  of  beauty.   Not  a  word  about 
the  wind.    As   it   was   the   college  al- 
most   ended    up    out    at    Geary    and 
■nic. 


Men  Dominate  Newspaper  Field; 
Fact  Holds  True  On  Local  Paper

Back  in  the  placid  days  of  the  1930s 
a  cynical  reporter  on  the  Texas  Press    • 
Messenger  sat  down  at  his  typewriter 
and  pounded  out  a  Utile,  story  con- 
cerning the  newspaper  of  1950. 

The  reporter,  perhaps  in  a  bad  state 
of  mind  because  of  the  influx  of 
women  in  his  profession,  pictured  the 
newspaper  business  run  only  by 
women. 

In  his  little  story  he  portrayed  the 
game  in  a  manner  appalling  to  all 
newspapermen.  *The  city  editor  is  an 
efficient  business-like  lady,"  he  said 
"All  the  office  force  are  women;  the 
composing  room  foreman  is  an 
Amazonian  type  female,  and  adver- 
tising, layout,  circulation,  all  duties 
are  handled  by  women." 

Today  In  1949.  only  one  year  from 
1950;  that  old  prediction  is  far  off 
base. 

To  be  sure  there  are  many  women 
in  the  newspaper  business,  but  not  as 
many  as  the  old  reporter  on  Press 
Messenger     pictured.      Women     are 


dominant  only  in  the  society,  library, 
and  women's  pages  of  the  daily  paper. 
•  A  few  gentle  souls  of  the  fair  sex 
have  managed  to  sneak  into  compoa- 
ing  room  chapels,  ln.it  these  are  most- 
ly    linotype     operators     and     proof 

is.  The  heavy  work  is  still  left 
to  the  men. 

In  other  departments,  women 
usually  handle  the  secretarial  chores 
and  tight  clerical  jobs.  In  most 
papers  there  are  few  women  display 
advertising  salesmen. 

On  The  Guardsman,  men  predomi- 
nate and  always  have,  although  there 
have  been  three  women  editors-in- 
chief.    Occasionally  ■  a    top   job    on    a 

paper  is  handled  by  women  but 
to  a  greater  degree^  men  still  hold  the 
big  jobs. 

In  the  near  future  some  pessimistic 
male  may  knock  out  another  story  on 
the  newspaper  of  1970  and  say  things 
similar  to  the  Texas  Press  Messenger 
story.  Most  likely  he'll  be  as  wrong 
as  the  man  who  wrote  the  story  first.

Bird  Family  Makes 
Nest  In  Campus  Tree

A  family  of  English  sparrows  came 
back  to  City-  College  last  week  with  a 
vengeance,  to  make  their  nest  in  the 
limbs  of  a  peaceful  pine  tree  located 
inside  the  main  gate  of  the  west 
campus. 

The  sparrows  use  the  limbs  of  the 
tree  not  only  as  a  place  to  rest  their 
nest,  but  as  a  base  for  dive-bombing 
attacks  upon  any  animate  object  thaj 
happens  to  be  passing  over  the  path 
that  leads  directly  beneath  it.

Establishment  of  a  statewide 
two-year  college  insurance  plan 
neared  reality  last  week  at  a 
meeting  of  the  State  Athletic 
Committee  of  Junior  Colleges. 

College  officials  throughout  the 
state,  who  have  been  compiling  data 
and  information  for  several  years, 
submitted  their  insurance  plans  to  the 
California  Interscholastic  Federation. 
I  statewide  high  school  organization, 
for  adoption.  , 

Establishment  of  such  an  insurance 
plan,  by  the  CIF,  would  protect  all 
two-year  college  athletes  in  case  of 
accident!  in  sporting  events. 

The  cost  of  the  coverage  is  quite 
reasonable,  T.  Paul  Mbhr,  college 
vice-president  and  chairman  of  the 
committee,  believes. 

"A  charge  of  12  dollars  per  player 
to  be  paid  by  the  college  in  football, 


and  three  dollars  per  player  in  all 
other  sports  is  the  present  proposal," 
Dr.  Mohr  said. 

The  officials  also  want  a  reserve 
fund  of  eight  dollars  for  each  athlete, 
which  would  be  used  in  emergency 
cases. 

At  the  present  time  few  two-year 
colleges  in  California  carry  accident 
insurance  for  the  benefit  of  their 
players. 

City  College  is  not  one  of  these. 
The  local  institution  had  the  highest 
cost,  of  football  injuries  in  the  state 
last  year,  with  four  noticeable  mis- 
haps, but  the  players  were  protected. 

Prompt  and  adequate  treatment 
took  care  of  the  most  serious  cases, 
jiamely  Bill  Shipp  and  RayGilford. 

If   the"  two-year   colleges   and- trie- 
CIF  can  agree   on  a  reasonable   in- 
surance plan,  observers  feel  that  all 
college  athletes  will  benefit  with  the' 
start  of  the  1949  football  season.

Stratigos  was  born  in  America  and 
lived  in  Pittsburg  until  he  was  13 
years  old.

is  not  a  physical  entity  but  the  trans- 
fer of  numbers  according  to  a 
rules.  The  numbers  are  in  butt 
ledgers  or  stamped  on  bills  and  coifts. 
Their  connection  with  r;old  is  remote. 


Not,  we  might  add,  as  remote  as  ours. 
'Mr.  Chase  warns  us  in  a  later 
chapter  to  try  to  face  squarely  the 
matter  of  the  national  debt.  Now  we 
don't  want  to  catch  any  of  you  guys 
and  gals  not  facing  the  national  debt 
squarely.  Personally,  we  consider 
ourselves  one  of  the  squarest  national 
debt  facers  in  the  business. 
t ONFtSED   ECONOMICS 

By  chapter  twelve  Mr.  Chase  is 
still  a  worried  man.  The  question,  he 
continues,  of  where's  the  money  com- 
ing from  has  one  answer  in  the  case 
of  the  individual  and  quite  a  differ- 
ent answer  in  the  case  of  all  indi- 
viduals united  in  a  nation.  It  is 
meaningless  to  identify  the  individual 
with  the  nation  as  a  whole. 

If  you  have  no  money,  he  says,  you 
cannot  buy  that  beautiful  new  car. 
That  kind  of  thinking  leads  into  a 
blind  alley.  Blind  alley0  Stuart,  old 
boy.  that  kind  of  thinking  leads  to 
writing  books  on  Economics. 

Hopelessly  confused  by  this  time. 
Mr.  Chase  then  goes  into  a  song  and 
dance  about  something  called  a  com- 
pensatory economy.  Briefly,  this 
theory  consists  of  spending  the  money 
when  you've  got  it  and  borrowing  it 
when  you  haven't.  This  is  sometimes 
known  as  easy-come,  easy-go. 

In  conclusion  we  can  only  say  that 
if  all  the  economists  in  the  world 
were  laid  end  to  end  they  would  not 
reach  as  far  as  an  honest  buck.

The  departure  of  Dr.  Mohr,  along 
with  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Cloud,  at 
the  close  of  the  current  school  year, 
marks  the  first  time  in  the  "college's1 
history  that  the  two  top  administra- 
tive positions  have  been  vacated  at 
one  time.

Name  Change:  1 948  Was  Yea  r  Of 
Switch  From  Short  To  Long  Pants 


It  was  a  fog-drenched  morning 
when  half-awake  students  heard  the 
long  awaited  news  that  the  name, 
"San  Francisco  Junior  College"  had 
been  scrapped  by  the  San  Francisco 
I  of  Education  for  the  sparkling 
fresh  title.  "City  College  of  San 
Francisco." 

This  report,  which  came  on  Febru- 
ary 12.  1948,  meant  to  college  Presi- 
dent A.  J.  (loud  the  end  of  a  lone, 
tedious  task  to  replace  the  word 
"junior"  in  the  name  of  the  college 
rated  sixth  scholastically  among  all 
two-year  colleges  in  the  nation. 


Decision  of  the  Board  of  Education 
was  made  on  a  recommendation  by 
Superintendent  of  Schools  Dr.  Her- 
bert C.  Clish.  Since  City  College 
adopted  its  new  moniker,  many  other 
colleges  in  California,  whose  name 
contained  the  indefinable  "junior," 
have  had  the  near  synonym  for 
adolescent  removed  for  a  more  ap- 
propriate title. 

Though  the  board  decision  was 
f iii;.!  in  February,  1948.  the  name  on 
the  main  building  was  not  changed 
to  City  College  until  the  following 
summer.

Sands  Of  Time  Pile  Up  New  Traditions  Over  Years

In  the  eyes  of  many  students 
of  today,  the  college  deserves 
large  credit  in  the  work  it  has 
done  for  many  students  since  the 
time  it  was  first  founded  way  back 
In   1935. 

When  construction  of  the  college 
began  in  1938,  however,  there  was  no 
loud  fanfare  or  enthusiastic  crowd  to 
cheer  the  workers  on  as  they  laid 
the  foundation  of  what  was  to  be  CttJ 
College  of  San  Francisco. 

In  fact,  it  was  just  the  opposite.  A 
few  stragglers  wandered  about  the 
vicinity,  and  all  was  quiet,  except  for 
the  humming  of  the  construction 
machines.  But  even  then  the  college 
had  its  highlights  that  have  since 
followed  it  through  the  years. 

Reminiscing,  we  conquer  the  mys- 
tery of  the  fourth  dimension  and  fade 
back  through  the  years  to  re-discovcr 
some  of  the  highlights. 

In  1935.  the  name  Emanon  had 
been  selected  for  the  college  news- 
paper. This  word  when  spelled 
backwards  read,  "no  name."  It  was 
in  this  first  year  of  the  new  born  col- 
lege that  the  name  was  changed  to 
its  present  title.  The  Guardsman. 

In  the  same  year  the  college  had 
its  first  football  squad  turnout  of  120 
gridders.  The  first  grid  victory  in 
the  history  of  the  college  was  against 
Salinas,  whom  the  Rams  trampled 
to  a  12-0  win. 


The  next  year  saw  the  basketball 
team  cop  championship  honors  under 
the  capable  eye  of  Coach  Louis 
C'onlan. 

Later  in  the  semester,  the  men  stu- 
dents managed  to  assemble  white  ties 
and  tails,  and  the  women  students 
flowing  formals — result'.'  The  college's 
first  formal  dance  was  held  at  the 
Mark  Hopkins  Hotel  on  Friday,  May 
22,   1936. 

The  year  1931  showed  much  prog- 
ress in  the  building  of  the  infant 
institution,  for  that  was  the  year  the 
ground  breaking  ceremony  took  place 
at  the  site  where  the  future  college 
was  to  stand. 

IMans  for  the  layout  were  made  in 
a  model,  plaster  form,  that  can  still 
be  seen  in  the  trophy  display  window 
at  the  men's  gymnasium. 

Not  to  be  left  lying  in  the  riust.  the 
Hotel  and  Restaurant  Division  opened 
for  business  at  Everett,  and  Marina 
Junior  High  Schools. 

As  always,  another  year  moved  in. 
1938,  and  right  along  with  It  moved 
the  construction  of  the  college  build- 
ing. 

At  that  time  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  went  to  the  polls  to  vote 
on  a  school  bond  issue.  It  passed  and 
$2,800,000  went  to  the  public  schools, 
with  $500,000  labeled  for  the  comple- 
tion of  this  college. 

Out  went  1938  and  in  came  the 
year  that  brought  with  it  the  Interna- 
tional World's  Fair.   The  college  also 


had  a  big  year,  for  the  enrollment 
reached  a  new  high  of  2400  students. 
Next  came  19.40.  and  the  main 
building  was  ready  for  the  Rams  to 
move  into  their  new  class  rooms.  The 
band  gave  its  own  fanfare  when  it 
nv>1c  its  first  appearance  at  a  I'SF 
Frosh-Ram  football  game.  Rushing 
between,  classes  was  halted  when  the 
time  limit  between  classes  was  ex- 
tended from  five  to  ten  minutes. 

The  next  year  broaght  new  traffic 
regulations  enacted  by  the  Student 
Patrol,  and  the  circle  drive  speed 
limit  (the  drive ,  behind  the  mam 
building)  was  set  at  10  milgs  p#r  hour. 
A  get*togelher  was  held  by  the 
alumni  and  the'unveiling  of  two  statue 
heads,  Thomas  Edison,  and  Leonardo 
da  Vinci  was  on  the  program  for  the 
day. 

1942.  the  United  States  went  to 
war.  This  brought  air  raid  precau- 
tions and  new  rules  to  the  college. 
War  Training  classes  were  held  in 
Physics,  various  electrical  work,  and 
Radio.  Work  was  begun  on  facilities 
for  better  parking. 

In  1943  the  Army  took  33  college 
enlisted  reserves  and  welcomed  them 
to  its  fold  with  tender  arms.  That 
same  year  saw  a  new  V-12  program 
open  for  students  not  already  en- 
listed in  Naval  College  Reserve. 

Showing  they  were  always  in  there 
punching,  the  students  held  a  War 
Bond  Campaign  in  1944  and  smashed 
the  quota  by  $5,750.    The  Music  De- 


partment, stepped  into  the  limelight 
by  giving  its  first  off-the-campus 
concert  at  the  Century  Club. 

Another  new  year  made  Its  en- 
trance, and  so  did  the  end  of  the  war. 
The  XGI  Club  was  formed  by  return- 
ing veterans,  and  .  .  .  P.S.  Parking 
facilities  were  still  a  problem  at  the 
college. 

Oscar  Anderson  was  appointed 
Educational  Coordinator  in  1946,  and 
John  Brady  Assistant  Dean  of  Men. 
Married  veterans  felt  better  when 
-  quonset-huts  arrived  easing  the  hoim-  - 
ing  shortage.  Dr.  J.  Paul  Mnhr  was/ 
appointed  Vice-President  in  that  year 
and  Mary  Jane  Learnard  took  over 
the  Registrar's  duties. 

A  financial  crisis  hit  the  college  in 
1947  because  of  the  low  number  of 
Associated  Student  cards  that  were 
sold.  That  same  year  saw  the  loca- 
tion of  the  Ram  on  the  west  campus. 
In  the  usual  course  of  events — came 
1948.  In  this  year  the  college  received 
its  long  pants  when  the  name  was 
changed  from  San  Francisco  Junior 
College  to  City  College  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. It  also  was  the  year  when  The 
Guardsman  sponsored  Hurley  Village 
Playground  project  was  financed  by 
production  of  The  Vagabond  King. 

1949?  There  are  still  many  great 
things  yet  to  happen,  so  we  just  leave 
this  present  year  to  the  future,  and  let 
time  tell  the  rest  of  the  story.

Faculty  Strength 
Grows  With  College 

Since    the    inception    of    the 
College   (then  San  Francisco  Jul 
.  College)   in  1935,  the  change  0V« 
.faculty  lists   has  kept  pace  with   U-.o 
increasing  enrollment. 

The  year  of  the  college's  birth.  P  ■> 
found  74  instructors  listed  in  the 
catalog.  Following  such  an  all-tim1, 
low  the  college  hit  peak  years.  l*M- 
1942,  with  3,000  students  necessit.it- 
ing  a  record  number  of  142  ttifr**' 
tors. 

The   war   years   produced   8fl 
major  change'  when,  at  the 
1942,  40  members  of  the  116-n  < 
faculty  left  the  college  for  commis- 
sions in  military  service. 

The  City  College  catalog  of  1 
lists  272  faculty  members  to  h;n 
5,000   enrollment.     This    numb- 
ceeds     the     anticipations     of     I'14 
prophets    who    expected    that    there 
would    be    a    need    for    200    tacuW 
members.

Four  Student  Phases 
Show  College  Growth 


TN  setting  the  pace  for  musical 
1  and  dramatic  productions  on 
campus,  there  has  been  an  em- 
phasis on  development  from 
Christmas  concerts  and  Little  Theater 
Mentations  on  the  part  of  the  music 
L  drama  departments,  respectively. 

When  the  music  department  inau- 
gurated the  traditional  Christmas 
concerts  in  1935,  the  drama  group 
Was  suffering  from  a  lack  of  facilities. 
Issues  ul'The  Guardsman  which  car- 
ried notices  of  drama  were  limited 
to  discussions  of  no  scenery,  no  stage 
no  productions.  , 

One  of  the  first  projects  staged  by 
drama  studentsjvas  an  account  of 
The  Life  of  Lincoln  over  radio  station 

KYA. 

Continuing  with  a  practice  of  one- 
act  staffs  presented  either  in  class- 
rooms or  the  Galileo  High  School 
cafeteria  tthe_present  plant  had  not 
been  built  as  ye!)  the  drama  students 
-organised  a-iiUbjUK  Campus  fiajrsjfc 
through  which  medium  they  gathered 
for  rehearsals,  criticisms,  and  efforts 

to  perform  to  wider  audiences.  

Not  until  1946  did  the  college  drama 
department  take  over  its  present 
basement  spot  of  Room  28  in  the 
main  building.  Previously,  daytime 
Little  Theater  productions  put  out 
SRO  signs  in  Room  209,  but  at  the 
1946  point,  the  department  started  its 
practice  of  five  and  six  night  runs  to 
facilitate  handling  after-dinner 
crowds. 

Hashing  back  to  1836,  the  music 
department  takes  the  spotlight  with 
the  inauguration  of  the  Spring  Festi- 
val which  combined  the  efforts  of  all 
music  groups  on  the  campus.  It  was 
at   this    time,    also,    that    the    vocal 


groups  accepted  bids  from  other  local 
colleges  to  participate  in  concerts  in 
return  for  their  appearances  locally. 

A  tradition  was  started  with  Col- 
lege of  Pacific's  A  Cappella  Choir  in 
1937.  The  group  visits  this  college 
frequently. 

With  the  Little  Theater  spot  in  the 
main  "building  basement,  dramatic 
productions  continued  as  a  regular 
occurrence.  Still  there  was  no  stage. 
'  However,  the  group  utilized  their 
space  through  modern,  arena-like 
staging  which  has  proved  popular 
with  Little  Theater  groups  through- 
out the  country. 

The  advantages  of  such  staging  are 
many:  Settings  become  more  natural, 
r  there  is  a  more  personal  contact  be- 
tween actors  and  audiences,  and  the 
varieties  of  settings  are  numerous. 

The  Admirable  Criehton,  Thunder 
Rock,  Let^ilf.-te-  Lucerne,  Young 
April,  Brief  Music,  Spring  _Green, 
Squaring  The  Circle,  The  Male  Ani- 
mal, Assenic  and  Old  Lace,  Our-E^... 
Night  Must  Fall,  are  among  the 
repertoire  of  City  College  players  of 
the  last  decade. 

With  the  linking  of  4he  music  and 
drama  departments  in  Spring,  1948, 
for  the  joint  production  of  The  Vaga- 
bond King,  life  at  City  College  pro- 
gressed to  an  enviable  status.  The 
tradition  was  followed  this  semester 
with  the  Opera  Workshop's  The  Mar- 
riage of  Figaro,  and  last  week  with 
Naughty  Marietta. 

Present-day  sophomores  can  re- 
count the  other  independent  produc- 
tions from  the  drama  department- 
Berkeley  Square,  The  Man  Who  Came 
To  Dinner.  Twelfth  Night,  Blithe 
Spirit,  and  coming  up  to  date  on  the 
latest— The  Late  Christopher  Bean. 


AS  a  parting  shot  today,  we 
*"•  are  going  to  take  a  quick 
look  at  the  changes  in  students 
and  student  activities  over  the 
past  few  years. 

Fourteen  years  has  seen  a  lot 
of  changes  as  the  students  came 
and  went,  mostly  \yent.  Contrary 
to   some    rumors,   we   have    not 
been   here   that   long,  but   those 
who  have  say  that  these  changes 
can  be  divided  into  four  periods. 
First  there   was   the   pre-war 
or  pioneer  period.  Through   the 
early  days  of  organization,  these 
hardy  students  were  not  at  all 
slcAv  to  mold  the  traditions  so 
vital  to  student  life.  EromJiis&e. 
few     traditions    established     in 
1935,  14  years  have  seen  an  ex- 
tension of  activity  and  a  widen- 
ing of  horizon.  I 
PIONEER  STUDENTS 

Clubs,  athletics,  student  gov- 
tuuiruyjW  publications,  aj,l  Jjiave 
developed  through  the  vigorous 
work  of  these  early  students. 
There  is  one  little  tradition  that 


did  not  survive,  however.  In  the 
early  days  there  was  much  more 
rivalry  between  the  sophomores 
and  the  freshman  and  an  annual 
event  was  the  fresh-soph  mud 
fight.  If  this  ever  starts  again, 
we  want  the  soap  concession. 

The  second,  or  war  period, 
brought  many  changes  including 
a  more  prominent  role  in  student 
activities  for  the  weaker  sex. 
Thesje  were  hectic  days  for  the 
whole  college,  as  students  came 
and  went — courtesy  of  the  draft 
board.  The  enrollment  went 
■down  to  less  than  a  thousand  as 
most  of  the  local  males  were  oc- 
cupied^ by  a  course  known  as 
"Wai--21a. 

The  third,  or  post-war  period, 
brought  an  onrush  of  a  new  type 
of  student  to  the  campus.  Ma- 
ture, serious  minded,  ami  out  for 
.  an  education  with  a  capital  E, 
these  veterans  set  a  fast  pace. 
THE  FUTURE 

The   fourth,   or    whb  -  knows - 
what-next,  period  is  still  a  ques- 


tion mark.  A  younger  group  is 
taking  over  as  the  number  of 
veterans  declines.  A  younger 
group  in  ever  increasing  num- 
bers, ready  with  new  ideas  and 
new  hopes,  to  grow  with  the 
City  Gollegfj  of  tomorrow.  (We 
have  always  said  that  what  this 
column  needed  was  a  good  five- 
cent  philosopher.) 

At  long  last,  the  old  alma 
mater  is  beginning  to  take  its 
rightful  place  up  there  in  the 
front  rank  of  Bay  Area  colleges, 
and  a  lot  of  the  credit  for  this 
belongs  to  the  work  of  the  stu- 
dents throughput  the  years. 

In  the  future,  the  college  will 
become  gust  as  great  as  the  stu- 
dents want  to  make  it.  and  we 
think  these  new  students  will 
want  to  make  it  the  most  impor- 
tant two  year  college  in  the 
country. 

With  this  coluuiDt  Ratifica- 
tions steps  quietly  off  tin-  stage. 
So.  as  the  sun  sinks  slowly  over 
the  west  campus,  we  reluctantly 
take  our  leave.  —

In  It*  infancy  the  college  started 
with  only  the  freshman  course*  given 
at  the  I'nlversity  of  California,  along 
with  a  limited  number  of  terminal 
courses. 

The  following  year  saw  the  appear- 
ance of  sophomore  courses,  additions 
which  had  been  planned  In  the  Begin- 
ning. Thus  the  college  took  on  the 
aspects  of  a  little  "Cal." 

Prnni  this  time  on  the  growth  of 
*  Ity  (  niii.jrp  largely  occurred  In  Its 
two     y«»ar     courses,     paramount     of 


which  was  the  Hotel  and  Restaurant 
division,  begun  several  years  later. 

Not  only  did  this  new  curriculum 
prove  to  be  a  great  springboard  for 
students  interested  in  entering  the 
Hotel  field  of  work,  but  it  also  proved 
of  great  value  to  the  college. 

SUCCESS  RATE  HIGH 

Graduates  of  this  particular  course 
have  frequently  climbed  to  the  top  in 
their  financial  bracket,  gaining  recog- 
nition and  respect  for  the  college; 
this,  in  addition  to  the  good  food  pre- 
pared, and  served  in  the  student  op- 
erated cafeteria,  at  reduced  prices 
we  might  add. 

Closely  following  this  advancement 
was  the  Music  department,  ^wilh  its 
Opera  Workshop  addition,  which  was 
also  an  immediate  success. 

It  proves  its  worth  nationally  as 
part  of  opera  development  in  numer- 
ous colleges,  and  today  the  names  of 
many  ex-students  are  among  the  big- 
names  in  the  music  and  stage  world. 

The  number  of  new  terminal 
courses,  new  In  the  sense  that  they 
were  not  started  when  the  college 
was.  are  almost  numberless,  and 
rang*  from  Graphic  Arts,  a  relatively 
new  thing,  to  Paint  Technology. 

They  number  far  too  many  to  be 
handled  individually  here,  and  it  will 
suffice  to  say  that  though  many  were 
started,  none  has  been  dropped. 
Each  has  proved  its  worth  in  modern 
society.

Provided  Two  Buildings 
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AT  THE  BASE  OF  HILL  29  are  the  wom- 
en's (left)  and  men's  gymnetiumi.

Men  Behind  The  Scene

Unheralded  though  they  may  be, 
the  men  behind  the  men  comprising 
the  rosters  of  Ram  athletic  teams 
from  the  past  to  the  present  are  not 
to  be  forgotten  for  their  guiding  in- 
fluence. 

Athletic  Director  Jack  Gaddy's  cur- 
rent staff  of  coaches  and  physical 
education  instructors  represents  in- 
dividuals who  have  excelled  in  par- 
ticular sports  during  their  undergrad 
days  in  college  and  are  now  putting 
experience  to  practice  in  moulding 
intercollegiate  squads. 

Former  St.  Mary's  All-American 
guard  Bill  Fischer  came  upon  the 
local  scene  in  the  Spring  of  '46  when 
he  assumed  "managerial"  duties  *of 
the  baseball  nine  which  he  still 
directs. 

Stocky  Lee  Eisan  grasped  the  reins 
of  this  plant's  initial  horsehide  group 
back  in  '35.  Eisan  held  forth  in  that 
capacity  until  the  '39  campaign  when 
Gaddy  assumed  the  post.  Long  Jack 
continued  for  two  years  until  Uncle 
Samuel  gave  him  the  welcome  sign. 

Ralph  HiUsman  got  his  first  trial 
as  resident  cage  coach  also  in  the  Fall 
of  the  same  annum,  '16.  as  he  became 


the  third  court  mastermind  in  the 
history  of  the  activity  here.  Versatile 
Tom  Wilson  preceded  Hillsman  with 
five  campaigns  under  his  direction 
starting  in  '41,  when  Louis  G.  "Dutch" 
(  onl.m  switched  to  administration. 

Cinder  speedster  G rover  Klemmer 
is  another  third-in-liner,  being  the 
show  man  in  the  football  department 
succeeding  Eisan  and  the  original 
mentor,  the  late    Russ  Sweet. 

Sweet,  an  all-coaster  from  Mon- 
tana, tutored  through  four  campaigns, 
the  last  in  "38.  Old  Blue  Eisan  car- 
ried the  grid  corps  over  the  next 
eight  autumns.  Youngish  Klemmer 
assisted  in  Eisanfc  final  fling  and  has 
presided  as  head  thinker  since  '47. 

Rounding  out  the  major  sports  list 
ia  the  track  story  which  generated 
down  from  Sweet,  again,  to  venerable 
Jim  Jensen  and  thence  to  the  Klem- 
mer regime. 

San  Jose  Stater  Roy  Diederichsen 
brought  along  a  fine  know  how  on 
boxing  with  his  coming  to  the  cam- 
pus from  Lincoln  High  where  he  was 
employed  as  basketball  brain.

Years  Of  Athletic  Strife  Led  To 
Outstanding  Performers  And  Squads

It  was  only  natural  for  City  College 
to  have  athletic  teams  when  the  col- 
lege was  conceived  and  organized  in 
1935. 

One  year  after  the  college  was 
founded,  the  local  cage  team  took  the 
conference  crown  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Louis  "Dutch"  Conlan.  That 
first  Ram  basketball  team  finished  on 
top  of  the  loop  heap  with  an  8  won 
and  2  lost  record  for  league  play. 
Sparked  by  Ralph  Hillsman,  present 
cage  mentor,  who  was  voted  an  all- 
conference  guard,  Carl  vie  t'aine,  Bill 
Glynn,  and  Monty  Mordecai,  the 
Rams  easily  annexed  the  title. 

In  the  fall  of  1936  the  soccer  team 
had  a  brilliant  season  winning  15 
games,  losing  only  one,  and  tieing 
another.  Coached  by  Tom  Wilson,  the 
locals'  only  loss  came  at  the  end  of 
the  season  when  they  were  defeated 
by  Menlo,  2  to  1. 

The  next  major  sports  title  came 
to  the  local  college  when  the  football 
team  rolled  to  the  crown  with  a  5  and 
3  record.  Left  end  Elwood  Pierce  and 
left  guard  Randy  Osborn.  All-Con- 
ference players,  dominated  the  team. 

Titles  came  fast  and  furious  to  the 
Rams  after  the  first  few  lean  years. 
In  1941  the  soccer  squad  t  claimed 
their  second  championship;  the  base- 
ball team  came  through  with  another 
title  in  1944,  beating  Modesto  7  to  5 
in  the  final  game. 

Baseball,  football,  and  track  walked 


off  with  titles  under  their  belts  In 
the  happy  year  of  1946.  Harvey 
RoscellL  Al  Johnson,  and  Bob  Elliot, 
were  some  of  the  tracksters  that 
helped  win  the  championship  for 
Coach  Jim  Jensen.  Bill  Collins  and 
Don  Grant  led  the  Rams  to  the  base- 
ball pennant  that  year. 

The  single  wing  proved  too  tough 
for  opponents  as  Lee  Eisan  coached  a 
heavy  Ram  gridteam  to  the  crown. 
Art  Psaltis1  aajjr-Staten  Webster  led 
the  locals  on  tj>e  field. 

In  1948  the  Rams  had  the  best 
football  team  since  the  college  was 
founded.  Coach  Grover  Klemmer's  T 
formation  was  too  tough  to  diagnose 
as  the  locals  rolled  to  12  straight  wins. 
Basketball  provided  the  Rams  with 
three  titles  this  spring,  while  boxing 
and  tennis  copped  the  top  spots  in 
their  sports.

Ski  lifts  have  been  proposed,  un-

Dedication  of  the  college's  present 
men's  and  women's  gymnasiums  was 
made  at  1  p.m.,  November  10,  1940, 
but  the  first  athletic  contest  was  not 
held  in  either  new  building  until  the 
night  of  February  15,  1941,  when  the 
local  men's  basketball  team  met  Mo- 
desto in  the  inaugural  tilt. 

Construction  of  the  gymnasiums 
was  the  result  of  the  college's  effort 
to  put  a  bond  proposition  over  to  San 
Francisco  voters  in  the  elections  of 
1937.  It  was  the  earliest  move  toward 
unification  by  the  college  and  drew 
the  students  together  for  a  common 
cause.  Proposition  Number  4,  as  it 
was  called,  was  the  only  bond  issue 
to  pass  in  the  elections  and  was  a 
boon  to  the  soon  to  be  united  college.

As  I  write,  my  eyes  have  rested 


upon  an 


official  document  from  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
of  the  State  of  California  authorizing 
the  establishment  of  our  College.  The 
•  ^^  Bnaid  of  Education  had  "unani- 
mously approve!"  that  action  on  April 

17,  1935. 

Since  that  date,  the  College  has 
moved  ahead  somewhat  steadtly 
(even  in.  war-time)  toward  its  goals 
0r  community  service.  Those  objec- 
tives. Uaxc  meant,  primarUy,  the  pro- 
gressive adjustment  of  the  courses  of 
instruction  and  other  educational  ac- 
livities  so  that  they  might  fit  more 
and  more  acceptably  into  the  pattern 
of  plans  and  purposes  of  individual 
students  in  relation  to  the  nature  of 
the  society  in  which  they  live. 

The  College  was  blessed  in  its  be- 
ginning with  a  highly  competent  and 
widely  experienced-  faculty,  .  con- 
spicuously interested  in  the  welfare 
of  the  Btudentii  and,  it  is  chiefly  due 
to  the  skill  of  these  instructors,  and 
then  .  that  the  College  has 

attained  the  favorable  recognition 
that  hai  come  to  it.  The  President 
was  also  surrounded  by  a  corps  of 
able  administrative  colleagues  and 
assistant-  who  early  caught  the  spirit 
of  the  institution,  helped  to  frame  its 
policies  and  worked  for  their  realiza- 
tion. _ 

Faculty  and  administration  from 
the  first  days  entertained  the  belief 
that  the  students  were  now  at  an  age 
and  at  a  level  of  maturity  to  enable 
them  to  he  both  self-governing  and 
cooperative  in  their  attitudes  toward 
others.  That  confidence  has  not  at 
any  time  been  misplaced.

We  have  now  arrived  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  College's  fourteenth 
year  of  age.  If  I  were  to  attempt  to 
put  "in  a  nutshell"  a  set  of  bask 
principles  which  the  College  has 
adopted  as  its  platform,  I  would 
phrase  it  somewhat  as  follows: 

1.  It  is  committed  to  the  democratic 
mode  of  life. 

2.  It  Is  committed  to  full  recogni- 
tion of  the  individual  man  and  wom- 
an as  the  most  significant  element  in 
the  society  of  which  he  or  she  form* 
a  part.
